In connection with the plans for raising 
money to pay off ‘$30,000,000 of notes of the 
Chicago Elevated railways it develops that 
one of the most important electric light 
traction deals in the history of the city is 
about to be consummated. Control of the 
elevated railroads is to be purchased by the 
Commonwealth Edison company. | 

This is not a merger or consolidation, but 
an outright purchase of $20,000,000 common 
stock of the Chicago Blevated railways by 
the Commonwealth Edison for $6,000,000 in 
cash, or at the rate of O a share. 

This payment is to be made to the New | 
York syndicete, of which the National City 
bank of New York is the manager. When 
the deal ig closed the Commonwealth Ed- 
ison will own control of the local elevated 
railroads. 


Long Practically in Control.

„Here we are on the threshold of a new 
era of justice,” said Dr. Hiekgon. “ This 
boy is not to be judged on the standard of the 
normal man, he cannot commit crime in the 
terms that it is committed by the normal 
man. 

Today the boy is to be taken to Ole by 
Sheriff Sloan, who arrived last night. The 
prisoner will be concealed in an adjoining 
county to proteet him from the anger of the 
farmers of Greasy Ridge. The influence of 
the new Chicago laboratory will be exerted fo 
save the boy from the gallows.

PARDONS THE ONLY HOPE. 


Twenty-four Steel Workers Di- 
rected to Surrender Be- 
fore June 6. 


The United States Circuit Court of Appeals. 
for the Seventh circuit yesterday entered an 
order remanding twenty-four men convicted 
of dynamite conspiracy back to the federal 
penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kas. 

The convicted men were ordered to report 
either to the United States marshal at Chi- 
cago or to the warden of the penitentiary 
not later than June 6. 

Presiding Justice Baker and Judges Sea- 
man and Mack granted the men the addition- 
al three weeks upon the earnest plea of At- 
torney Elijah N. Zoline of counsel for the 
defense. He asked for sixty days. 

“Your honors, there always is a rey of 
hope,” Mr. Zoline pleaded. 

“Legal Remedies Exhausted.” 

* All legal remedies have been exhaust 
There now remains 
only the executive remedy. These men have 
known since March 6 that the United States 
Supreme court denied them a hearing on 


‘the application for a writ of certiorari.” 


“A petition for a pardon is pending, your 
Honors, Mr. Zoline said. “‘ Besides, it is 
hard for these men to raise money enough 
to take them back to prison.“ 

Charles W. Miller, former district attor- 
ney of Indianapolis, who prosecuted the dy- 
namite cases, and the new district attorney, 
Frank C. Daily, objected to an extension of 
time and reminded the court that the con- 
victed men had no difficulty in raising large 
sums of money for their two years’ legal 


The order of the court practically will at- 
fect only nineteen of the convicted men, as 
five ot those whose cases were affirmed re- 
turned to the penitentiary voluntarily and 
are now serving their terms. 

Arguments on the government’s petition 
opposing a new trial for the following three 
will be resumed before the Court of Appeals 
tomorrow morning: 

Olaf A. Tveitmoe of San Francisco, 
secretary of the California Building 
Trades council. 

‘Richard H. Houlihan of Chicago, busi- 
ness agent of the Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers’ union. 

William Bernhardt, Cincinnati. 

Houlihan Only One in Court. 

Houlihan, accompanied by his wife, was 
the only one of the convicted men in court 
when the order wasentered. Attorney Miller 


| was in charge of the arguments for the gov- 


ernment and Mr. Zoline and Chester A. Krum 
of St. Louls argued in behalf of the defense. 

The government's lawyer was questioned 
frequently by the three judges and it was 
considered probable the court’s original or- 
der granting Tveitmoe, Houlihan, and Bern- 
hardt new trials would be permittéd to stand. 
Mr. Miller was questioned closely as to the 
part Tveitmoe and the other two plaintiffs 
in error are alleged to have taken in the 
original dynamite conspiracy: . 


Attorney Miller insisted Tveitmoe d | 


the conspiracy in the early part of 1910 and 
that he aided and abetted in the transpor- 
tation of dynamite for the purpose of set- 
ting off explosions. 


Grows Out of “Open Shop” Fight. 

The dynamiting cases date back to 1908, 
when a contest started between the Ameri- 
can Bridge company and the bridge and 
iron workers’ union over the “open shop” 
question. A strike against the company was 
declared in August, 1905, and the contest. 
grew in intensity. 

A number of bridges were aici up in 
various parts of the country and subse- 
quently several open shop iron works 
were blown up. During 1911 nearly 100 ex- 
plosions occurred in various parts of the 
country from the Atlantic to the Pacific. The 
“dynamite warfare” culminated with the 


blowing up of the Los Angeles Times build- 


ing and the killing of twenty-three men. 

This was followed by the arrest of John 
and James J. McNamara, officers of the In- 
ternational Association of Bridge and Struc- 
tural Iron Workers, and Ortie McMani

“McManigal Given Immunity. 

McManigal became a government witness 
at hie own request and was granted immu- 
nity. The McNamera brothers were tried in 
Los Angeles and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

On the testimony of McManigal and a large 
number of other government witnesses thir- 
ty-nine men were convicted in the United 
States District court at Indianapolis for con- 
spiracy to transport dynamite in violation of 
interstate commerce regulations. 

Thirty-three of the convicted men entered 
the federal prison at Leavenworth, Kas., 
Jan. 1, 1913. A few weeks later most of 
them were released on bonds pending the 
outcome of petitions to the Court of Appeals. 
This tribunal of appeals affirmed the judg~- 
ment as to twenty-four. The cases of six 
were reversed, the government not opposing | 
new trials for three. 


Goes to U. 8. Supreme Court. 

The defense followed this by taking the 

case to the United States Supreme court on 
a petition for a writ of certiorari. This 
was refused om March 6. District Attorney 
Miller of Indianapolis then filed a petition 
in behalf of the government asking that 
the original judgment in the cases of Tveit- 
moe, Houlihan, and Barnhardt be affirmed. 
A decision on that petition probably will be 
handed down tomorrow. 

Should the government's contention be up- 
held the three men probably will be re- 
manded back to prison together with the 
other nineteen men affected by the latest 
order. 

Immediately after Judge Anderson imposed 
sentence originally six of the thirty-nine 
convicted men were given their liberty on 
suspended sentences. The other thirty- 
three went to prison. An appeal was taken 
by thirty-two, Herbert S. Hockin of De- 
troit preferring to serve his term. In the 
course of 1913, while the men were out on 
bonds, two of them were paroled. This left 
thirty to be disposed of by the Court of 
Appeals.

Denver, Colo., May 16.— President Wilson 
today served warning on Gov. Ammons that 
the state of Colorado must be prepared to 
maintain peace in the coal mine strike dis- 
tricts without federal aid. The president said 
federal troops would remain in the troubled 
districts only until the state of ‘Colorado 
has time and opportunity to resume complete 
sovereignty and control.’’ 

*““T cannot conceive that the state is willing 
to forego her sovereignty or to throw herself 
entirely upon the government of the United 
States, said President Wilson. 


Ammons Recites Measures Adopted, 


In response, Gov. Ammons telegraphed the 
president pointing out that an extra session 
of the legislature, which adjourned todey, 
had provided a $1,000,000 bond issue to cover 
past and future expenses of the state militia. 
The governor expressed confidence that as 
soon as these funds are available the state 
will be able to contro! the situation. 

In addition to the bond issue, of which 
$691,000 already has been spent in past ex- 
penses of the militia, the legislature enacted 
laws permitting the governor to cloge sa- 
loons and prohibiting the carrying and dis- 
position of firearms in times of disorder, 

In the closing hours of the session a joint 
resolution was adopted for the appointment 
of three senators and three representatives 
to act as advisor to the governor in handling 
future strike developments. 


Bills Passed by Coalition. 

The enactment of the three bills was pro- 
cured through a coalition of Republicans, 
Progressives, and administration Democrats 
in the legislature, who on the opening day 
announced themselves in favor of the resto- 
ration and maintenance of law and order 
and pledging their support to that end. 

The two measures, included in the call, 
which were defeated, were a constitutional 
amendment for the enactment of a compul- 
sory arbitration act and a bill establishing a 
state police force.

Wilson expressed satisfaction with the situ- 
ation after he had received Gov.

Boy Tells Court He Paid Out 
$246 of. Stolen. Money for 
Bonds and Fees. 


MAKES M’KINLEY IRATE, 


Judge Issues Suminons for Two 
and Orders Inyestigation 
of Methods. 


A sweeping investigation of the practices 
of bondsmen and of the methods employed by 
certain lawyers will be made by Judge Mi- 
chael L. McKinley as a result of a story told 
yesterday by Nicholas Socrates, 19 years old, 
arrested several months ago on a charge of 
embezzling 8840 from the Randolph market, 
where he was employed as a bookkeeper: 

William Congdon, a professional bonds- 
man, has been summoned to appear before 
Judge McKinley tomorrow morning to show 
cause Why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt. Attorney J. J. Risdon, the boy’slaw- | 
yer, also has been instructed to appear to ex- 
plain the circumstances under which Socrates 
was made to pay a premium of $150 on a bond 
of $3,000 on which the prisoner gained his lib- 
erty for only forty-eight hours. 


Offers Restitution of Money. 

At a previous hearing Attorney Charlies . 
Erbstein and Assistant State’s Attorney 
James C. O’Brien told the court the boy 
would make restitution, but the court wanted 
to know where he would obtain the money 
and continued the case until yesterday. 

Socrates told the judge he had used $246 of 
the stolen money in paying for bond and at- 
torney’s fees. When he first was arrested, 
Socrates said, he paid Congdon $150 for a 
$3,000 bond. He was at liberty three days, 
when he was held to the grand jury and 
taken into custody. 

Congdon refused to sign another bond, he 
said, but got another bondgman of the name 
of Wagner. who demanded $100, but finally 
agree: 70 furnish bond for $46, with the 
agreement that the remainder was to be 
paid later. 

Then Socrates wae indicted and put im jail 
in default of a new bond. While there he 
paid the remainder of the stolen money, $50, 
to Attorney Risdon. The latter, he said, 
came back and offered to return $25 of the 
money when he learned that Socrates had

OPENS NEXT THURSDAY. 


Fourth Church to Be Used for 
& Big Denominational 
é Gathering. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 

Conservatives and liberals in the Presby- 
terian general assembly of the United States. 
which opens next Thursday in the Fourth 
Presbyterian church, Lincoln parkway and 
Delaware piace, are preparing to get de- 
cisions on points in controversy which will 
settle the policy of the church for a long 
period to come. 

The chief points of controversy concern the 
policy of the board of home missions and doc- 
trinal questions which center in the attitude 
towards Union Theological seminary, New 
York, in the attitude of the church towards 
social service, and in the teachings of the 
Sunday school lesson helps. 


The difficulty concerning Union seminary 
has been before the assembly for many years 


and at the last general assembly at Atlanta 
was the cause of the most bitter debate of 
the session. A committee was appointed by 
the moderator, Dr. John Timothy Stone, of 
which Dr. Mark A. Mathews of Seattle, 
Wash., moderator last year and a most pro- 
pounced champion of the W N was 
made chairman. 


Instructed to Make Report. 

The committee was instructed to bring in 
a report covering the entire subject of con- 
troversy affecting both property and doc- 
trinal questions and the desire was expressed 
at that time that a final decision would be 
reached at this session which would remove 

the question of the attitude of the general 
assembly towards the seminary from further 
debate.

Monday evening, May 25, 
at 6 o'clock, a brotherhood banquet will be 
given in the Auditorium hotel, to which 2,000 
invitations have been issued. 
Nine hundred seats in the Fourth church 
will be reserved for delegates during the 
business sessions. The remaining 500 are 
open to the public.

I have received your telegram addressed to me 
at Louisville relative to charge by the Hyde 
Park Business Men's association that the IIII- 
nois Central signed frontage permit for saloon 
keeper in trade for withdrawal of permit for 
construction of street car extention in Lake 
Park avenue. 

The saloon Ncense referred to is for location 
at southeast corner of East Fifty-fifth street 
and Lake Park avenue, the other three corners 
being occupied by saloons. It is our policy not 
to sign petitions for saloon licenses under r- 
cumstances resulting in creation of new condi- 
tions and it is not true that signature to this 
petition was traded for withdrawal of permit 
fur construction of street car extension.

Lake Park avenue street car extension as against 
the wishes ef other property owners has, for

Doesn’t Want Competition. 

When seen last evening after he had re- 
turned to Chicago Mr. Markham said: 9 

A great many residents and property 
holders are opposed to the possible building 
of a Lake Park avenue car line, and for 
business reasons others do not favor the 
plan, and so signed the petition. Others are 
heartily opposed to the licensing of the sa- 
soon, there being saloons on the other three 
corners already. As for us, I will be frank 
and say thatthe Illinois Central naturally 
is not going out of its way to get competition 
on its suburban business. If a car line were 
established it would hurt the Illinois Cen- 
tral's suburban business a great deal.“ 

In reply to the question whether he per- 
gonally favored the saloon or not, and as to 
his stand on the liquor question, Mr. Mark- 
ham said:

“Unholy Alliance” Charged.

Certain residents of Hyde Park assert that 
an “unholy alliance existe between the 
Illinois Central and the liquor interests, and 
the Hyde Park Business Men's aseociation’ 
is fighting the establishment of this saloon, 
asse that improper influence was used 
in gaining the signatures of a majority of 
the frontage owners. If the consent of the 
Tilinois Central to the licensing of this sa- 
loon is invalidated the license cannot be 
granted.

Mrs. Reeder said Kuno Matthaei, a roofer, 
had been hanging around the basement in 
an intoxicated condition. Walsh stepped 
outside and found the man loitering near 
the house.

He was 
in no condition to be questioned at length. 


Says Man Was Frequent Visitor. 

“ Matthaei was a friend of Mrs. Sloan's 
husband before he died,” said Mrs. Reeder. 
“He came to see Mrs. Sloan frequently and 
has been coming as often as three times a 
day for the last three weeks. I saw Mrs. 
Sloan for the last time about 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. About noon today Mat- 
thael came back to me. He was drunk. He 
said, I guess the old woman locked me out.’ 
He went away, and a little later I heard a 
crash. 

Then Matthaei came back again and said 
he had broken in. He had Mrs. Sloan's life 
insurance policies in his hand. ‘ Call an un- 
dertaker,’ he said. The old woman up 
there has had a hemorrhage. She's dead.’ 
I told him I had better call the police. He 
said, No, there isn’t any use of calling the 
police. She's dead. I’ve got enough money 
here to bury her, and I'll pay the funeral 
expenses, Call an undertaker.’ I called up 
my husband and told him to notify the po- 
lice.”’

Under the circumstances leaders of con- 
gress are urging that a nonpartisan commis- 
don de created for the purpose of making 
thorough investigation of the postal serv- 
‘tee with a view to minimizing extravagance 
and increasing efficiency. Such investiga- 
tions have been made from time to time by 

political commissions. 

Four Postal Inquiries On. 


Four congressional commissions are now 
engaged in investigating different features 


of the postal service. One is inquiring into 


the pneumatic tube postal system; another 
the general parcel post; a third the postage 
on second class mall matter and compensga- 
tion for transportation of mail; and the 
fourth the buildings used by the postal serv- 
ice. 

These commissions, however, have no rela- 
tion to the question of postal economy ex- 
cept incidentally. The object of the first 
eommission is more to determine the value 
of pneumatic tubes for the transportation of 
mail than anything else. 

The object of the general parcel post in- 
quiry is obvious. 

It is apparent that the inquiry into second 
clase mail matter and compensation for the 
transportation of mail probably will result 
in an increase of postage on newspapers and 
magazines and a greater allowance to rail- 
roads which carry the maiis. | . 

As a result of the investigation of bulidings 
the country will be apprised for the first time 
of the net value of its postoffices and whether 
they are adequate in the way of size and 
equipment to perform the service required. 


Plan Is to Cut Expenses,

In 1900 the expenditures were $107,740. 267 
and in 1913 were $206,067,541, an increase 
of 148 per cent. 

Outside of the payments to railroads for 
carrying the mails the expense in 1900 was 
$74,799,478 and in 1913 was $214,674,274 an 
increase of 247 per cent. 

“The payments to railroads in 1900 were 
$32,940,794 and in 1913 were $47,393,266, an 
increase of 44 per cent. 


Points to Operating Profit, 

“If the other expenses had not been in- 
creased any faster than the railroad cost 
the government saving in outside expenses 
would be $106,900,300 a year—that is, the 
total expenditures of the postoffice would 
be $155, 107,241. 

With an income of $266,619,525 the oprr- 
ating profit would exceed $111,000,000 ysar- 
ly, not taking into the reckoning interest 
upon the investment in postoffice buildings 
and other permanent structures and equip- 
ment, no part of which is charged on the 
government books to the postoffice depart- 
ment. 

The increased cost of the postoffice has 
been mainly caused by the rural free deliv- 
ery and the city delivery and the .exten- 
sions of the postal facilities to Alaska and 
other long distance service. 

“The profit of the postoffice seems to be 
almost entirely derived from the service 
performed by the railroads, but it is con- 
sumed by these outside expenditures. Here 
‘ig the department's answer to the above: 

„The use of figures taken from the an- 
nual reports of the postoffice department 
for the years 1900 and 1918 to show that 
the gross receipts of that department had 
increased 160 per cent and that the ex- 
penditures outside of the pay to railroads 
for carrying the mail had increased 187 
per cent, while the pay to railroads had in- 
creased only 44 per cent is something simi- 
lar to the arguments before the joint con: - 
mittee of congress on railway pay. 


Conditions Sure to Vary.

| Filing Schedules. 


Failure to Obey Will Result in 
Arrest on Quasi-Crim- 
inal. Charge, 


A new way of forcing tax dodgers" to 
file their property lists with the board of 
assessors is to be instituted by the state's 
attorney s office. Instead of the usual civil 
suits, the “ dodgers ill be summoned into 
the Municipal courts and placed under bonds. 
Failure to obey the summons will result in 
arrest and grand jury action on a quasi- 
criminal charge, according to State's At- 


| torney Hoyne. 


The new method of collecting taxes from 
delinquents was determined upon following 
a complaint from the board of assessors that 
the usual prosecutions brought no results. 
Mr. Hoyne detailed Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Henry Berger, P. J. Murphy, and H. N. 
Bell to formulate the plan of prosecutions. 


Warrants for Delinquents. 

According to Mr. Berger, a list of delin- 
quents will be obtained from the assessors 
and warrants will be prepared. Before the 
service the dodgers will be notified to 
appear in court. If they fail to obey the sum- 
mons the warrants will be served. 

„We think this plan will make the ‘ dodg- 
ers realize the seriousness of our inten- 
tions,"’ Mr. Berger said. There are thou- 
gands of persons in Cook county who have 
not paid taxes for years. They have ignored 
the assessors’ office, but we'll make them 
take notice this time.“ 

Adam Wolf of the board of assessors said 
the matter of prosecuting delinquents has 
been left in the hands of the state's attor- 
ney. He declared the threat of a criminal 
prosecution would produce results and fa- 
vored the proposed plan. re 


Boost for City Railway. 

An increase of $1,250,000 in the personal 
property schedule of the Chicago City Rail- 
way company was announced by the asses- 
sors. The original list amounted to $17,697,- 
275 and included the company's subsidiary 
line, the Calumet and South Chicago railway. 

The increase was agreed upon at a con- 
ference of officials of the company and the 


| assessors. The schedule filed by the rail- 


way last year was $21,187,890, but that 
amount was reduced to $18,169,101. 

Officials of the company say they expect 
no reduction on the schedule filed yester- 
day. It includes the following items of per- 
sonal properties: South Town, $8,942,258; 
Lake, $7,008,342; West Town, $221,252; Hyde 
Park, $2,175,633. 

Phone Valuation Raised. 

The Chicago Telephone company filed a 
schedule of $19,867,315 for property within 
the city, which ‘Frank W. Koraleski, secre- 


tary of the board, immediately increased 10 


per cent by agreement with a representative 
of the company, making the valuation fig- 
ures $21,854,046. The schedule for property 
in the county outside the city was $384,350. 
The total valuation as filed was $22,438,396.

NATIONAL DEFENSE 
NEED OF SWEDEN. 


Liberals and Conservatives to 
Unite Against Socialists on 
Measures to Inerease Strength 
of the Army and Navy. 


STOCKHOLM, May 16.—Ths political crisis 
in Sweden has passed with the holding of the 
general election, but the results do not in- 
dicate a permanent solution of the ques- 
tion of natural defense on which the election 
hinged. 

The number of Conservative members has 
been increased from 65 to 8, the Socialists 
from 65 to 7, and the Liberals, hitherto the 
dominant party, have been reduced from 
100 to 70 in the second chamber, which will 
soon convene here. 

The increase of the Conservative poll was 
due to the general feeling of unrest in regard 
to the fore'gn situation, which is believed at 
least to menace the territorial integrity of 
Sweden. The Conservatives went to the 
polis with the cry of national safety first, and 
this rather overshadowed the other issue of 


the constitutional conflict between the king 
and parliament. 


Espionage by Russia, 

Sweden is vecoming imbuce un the idea 

that Russia contemplates war against her 
within the near future, and recent espionage 
cases have served to confirm the notion that 
the great northern power is laying covetous 
eyes on ner Scandinavian neighbor. 
„The election has supported the view ex- 
pressed by the king in his speech to the 
peasants, when he declared that the party 
which was willing independently of all other 
questions to vote a considerable increase for 
the support of the army and navy should be 
réturned in a majority to parliament. 

The Liberals, while not going as far in 
support of this policy as the Conservatives, 
will certainly back them in a bill for ne- 
tional defense against the Socialists. 

As soon, however, as this question is set- 
tled the alliance between the two paries 
will cease at once and a serious conflict of the 
throne with the left wing of the legislature 
may then be expected. „ 


Would Fetter the King. 

Neither the Libet als nur tue Hel allsts, 
both elected on a republtcan platform, will 
consent to form a cabinet unless the king 
promises that such a cabinet will be free from 
any influence not strictly constitutional and 
be guarded against any coup like the king’s 
speech to the peasanis. It does not seem that 
under present conditions a Conservative 
cabinet wili de able to govern the country. 

It is evident that the Conservative press 
accepts this view, for it is already beginning 
to plead for a reconciliation with the Liberals, 
who, during the heat of the recent campaign, 
were denounced by the same press as traitors 
and political adventurers. 


DEFENSIVE ALLIANCE PLAN. 

COPENHAGEN, May 16.—The possibility 
of a defensive alliance between Norway, 
Sweden, and Denmark is occupying the seri- 
ous attention of statesmen in all three of 
these Scandinavian countries. 

Up to a few months ago such a combine- 
tion was considered out of the question 
because of the friction between Norway and 
Sweden, whose union was dissclved in 1906. 

On most questions since the dissolution 
of the union with Norway Sweden has not 
been on cordial terms with the other Scan- 
dinavian countries, and it will take some 
great common danger to bring her into 
closer relations with her immediate neigh- 
bors.

Five Thousand Paintings Gath- 


ered Within the Walls of the 
Grand Palais—Some of the No- 
table Works Described. 


PARIS, May 6.—The old official Salon des 
Artistes Francais has opened its doors, and 
the Paris season is now at its height. 

At least 5,000 works of art are gathered 
within the walls of the Grand Palais, and 
when the exhibits of the Société des Beaux 
Arts, which also receives the hospitality of 
the state, are counted, it will be scen that 
there is an astounding display of modern 


art in the glorious vestige '’ of the great ex- 
hibition of 1900. 

For the moment we have to deal with the 
official salon, the more important of the two 
and the most important of any. So enormous 
an exhibition, representing a positive phys- 
ical labor to encompass it, has certain dis- 
advantages from the point of view of crit- 

icism, Works of comparative merit are apt 


to be overlooked from sheer fatigue of the 
eye 


Striking Work by Maxence. 

One of the most strik.ng pictures of the 

year is M. Edgar Maxence’s delicious “ Les 
Oraisons.“ It represents two Sisters of 
Mcrcy at prayerinchurch. The face of one 
in particular is suffused with devotional 
light and is moving in the purity of its ap- 
‘peal. The starched white cap like a nimbus 
surrounds the head, and the delicate use of 
whites and blues adds to the spirituality of 
the composition. The one touch of color is 
the old red of the missal—a charming con- 
trast. 

This picture is run very close by that of 
Jean Lefeuvre, “‘ Les Cyclades,” which is in 
one of the great rooms. It is a glorious piece 
of freshness and color. There are four ex- 
quisite figures of women, walking or recum- 
bent upon the shore, each perfect in harmony 
and purity of line. 

Golden fruit such as gods might eat lies 
upon the ground; the blue of the sea flecked 
with foam, the clear yellow of the sands, an 
olive tree silhouetted against the water are 

-enchanting bits of color adding to the gen- 
eral decoration. 


Seashore Picture Charming. 

The artist has cor.tinued his success in an- 
other picture admirably hung in a second 
large room. 4A Capri it is entitled. 
Youths are bathing in a summer sea lighted 
with a régplendent light, so that the water 
looks like burnished copper. The figures of 
a girl and boy seated on a rock in the fore- 
ground, and of children swimming round an 


| islet under golden cliffs, have the grace and 


charm and glory of youth. 

Paul Chabas is less satisfactory than in 
former years. After Chabas is your 
first impression; this excellent painter 
must be trying to copy himself,“ you reflect. 
But no! There is the signature. The two 
little figures in a misty lake, which, despite 
the title, Pecheuses de lune,“ does not sug- 
gest moonlight, are fresh and tender, grace- 
ful and pure, but the water is less success- 
fully treated than in the artist's famous 
picture which gained him the gold medal of 
the salon. However, as a portrait painter 
Chabas is admirable, and he has here a pic- 
ture of a woman in a salmon colored dress 
which is the perfection of brush work. 


In the Portrait Section. 

One of the mportant portraits is that of M. 
Charles Legrand, well known in the commer- 
cial world of Paris; it is painted by M. Etche- 
verry. That old pillar of the salon. M. Leon 
Bonnat, has two portraits; one of the Mar- 
quis de Segur and the other of Mile. B—.“ 
but they are both lacking in the old power. 

This distinguished academician appears in 
a large canvas by Zo, which is in the form of 
a triptych It represents Bonnat’s painting 
school at Bayonne and is intended for a mu- 
seum there. The portraits of the master and 
his pupils are excellent and one can hardly 
expect more in the circumstances. 

A clever and interesting study of a blonde 
woman is by Francois Schommer. and quite 
in the English manner, although the painter 
is French, is M. Richard Hall's hunting man.

IS BRITISH FEAR. 


London Times Man Points Out 
Serious Imperial Problem ofr 
Great Britain in Americaniza- 
tion of Our Northern Neighbor, 


LONDON, May 16.—That Great Britain : 
faces a serious problem in the American- 
ization of Canada is the opinion of a London 
Times correspondent, whose views are thus 
set forth in a dispatch from Toronto: 

Do the British people understand or re- 
' flect upon the complexity of the imperial 

problem in Canada? What of the future? 
Can we prophesy with confidence? Is there 
a growth or a decline of British feeling? 

It seems to be the fashion in Great Britain 
to regard Canada as bound by historic tra- 
dition, by long association, by common in- 
terest and common sentiment to the mother 
country. ; 


Balance of Power Shifts, 

This was the fact when a dominant Eng- 
lish and French population possessed the 
when French-Canadians had the 
“balance of power in politics, and when 
there was no serious pressure of commer- 
cial or social influences from outside and no 
considerable admixture of foreign elements 
within. 


But through the enormous inflow of immi- 
grants new conditions appear and new prob- 
lems demand consideration. Probably we 
can inspire all these elements with a com- 
mon Canadian patriotism. 

Is it so certain that they can be molded 
into a common devotion to the empire? 
Is it so certain that they will never be 
attracted by the vision of an independent 
Canadian republic? 3 


Elements of Population. 

According to the last census we had a total 
population of 7,206,643, Of these 1,823,150 
were English, 1,000,384 Irish, and 907,880 
Scots. Of French we had 2,054,800 and of 
Germans 303,320. We had also 120,103 Austro- 
Hungarians, 9,508 Belgians, 5,875 Bulgeriens 
and Roumanians, 54,086 Dutch, 3,504 Greeka, 
2,342 Hindus, 9.021 Japanese, 27,774 Chinese, 
45,411 Italians, 75,681 Jews, 33,365 Polea 
43,142 Russians, 107,533 Scandinavians, 6,625 
Swiss, and 185,082 of doubtful or undiscovered 
nationality. ) ‘ 

Mainly in Saskatchewan and Alberte we 
have between 400,000 and 500,000 peopie who 
have come over from the United States, chiefly 
perhaps of foreign origin, who, with the bulk 
of immigrants from Europe, must profound- 
ly affect conditions in Western Canada. 

They can have no natural loyalty to Great 
Britain, no enthusiasm for the British em- 
pire, no inherited conception of British ideals 
Even now the French and foreign. elements 
nearly balance the population of British 
origin. The French are passive loyalists and 
devoted Canadians, but they are not generally 
favorable to closer political coUperation with 
the mother country. 


French Favor a Republic. 

During the war in South Africa the attitude 
of the French Canadians closely resembled 
that of the Irish Nationalists. This is not 
said in criticism or in reproach, but in sim- 
ple deference to historical accuracy. Who 
doubts that any movement to establish @ 
Canadian republic would have support in 
Quebec? ; 

In the main the French people read only 
newspapers in their own language. The 
foreign colonies In the west are followed by 
the publications which they read in the United 
Siates or in the European countries from 
which they came. So many English speak- 
ing Americans who have come to Canada con- 
tinue to subscribe for American journals 

Moreover, a multitude of native Canadians 
read, perhaps by preference, sPorting papers, 
weekly journals, and magazines from the 
neighboring country. All the Canadian daily 
newspapers give columns of space to reports 
of games in the American baseball leagues, 
and there is an International league which 
embraces Toronto and Montreal. Twenty 
years ago 200 or 300 was a large attendance 
at a baseball game in Toronto. Now from 
5,000 to 12,000 attend the international con- 
tests. 


British Sports Relegated. 

Lacrosse, one of the best sports for spectae 
tors ever devised, barely-holds its own inthe | 
dominion with the national game of Amer- 
icans. Thirty years ago every village in On- 
tario had its cricket club. Now such clubs 
are far less numerous and only a few hun- 
dred people attend the most important crick- 
et matches. 

In considering the enormous circulation of 
American publications in Canada it is im- 
portant to remember that these periodicals 
carry many pages of trade advertising. With 
the organization of a Canadian parcel post 
service this advertising becomes more valu- 
able to American merchants and manufac- 
turers. 

Many of these advertisements are attrac- 
tive in illustration and wording. Going di- 
rectly into the household, they establish and 
extend trading connections between the two 
countries. Hence it is not only publishers 
who are interested in the circulation of Brit- 
ish magazines and periodicals in Canada. . 
If the number of such publications sent to 
this country seriously <d<dreases, British 
trade must be adversely affected. 

Alike, therefore, for commercial reasons 
and for imperial reasons it is undesirable 
that postal rates should be increased. 


: American Ties That Bind. 

We have an internationa! organization ef 
labor. The headquarters of the great unions 
to which Canadian workmen belong are in the 
neighboring country. Generally.the annual 
conventions are held in American centers. 

There is a steady increase in the number of 
branch factories of American manufacturing 
concerns In Canada. To these come skilled 
American workmen, and they are officered 
by Americans. Alert and capable, they are 
influential in the communities in which they 
settle. While they are loyal to Canada, are 
they ever likely to feel any sense of oDiigatiou 
to Great Britain or any impulse toward im- 
perial citizenship? 8

ministration. 


Maura’s Demand Refused. . 

Maura, knowing his sovereign's Libera) 
views, announced to him that he would only 
undertake the task on the understanding 
that all the members of his former cabinet 
of 1908 were included in the new government 
and that he would be permitted to carry out, 
unaltered, the reactionary program which 
brought about his downfa!!. 

Alfonso would not consent tothis. He felt 
that it would be not only a casting down of 
the gauntlet to the forces of the revolution 
but that it would have the effect of driving 
the bulk of the Liberais into the revolution- 
ary ranks. 

The king consulted Sefior Dato, induced 
him to form his brand new Conservative- 
Liberal party, intrusted him with the pre- 
miership. and won the approval of the coun- 
try to the course which he had adopied by 
the Overwhelming majority by which Seflor 
Dato and his followers were returned at the 
polls, Senor Maura and his reactionaries re- 
ceiving barely a couple of dozen seats in the 
national legislature. 

Perhaps no better illustration can be given 
of Alfonso XIII. than the originality, Initia- 
tive, and shrewdness with which he thus

Clear of London Traffic. 
We make for Putney bridge by either the

: King’s road or Fulham road, and as soon as 
we tép Putney hill and join the Kingston 


road are practically clear of London traffic. 
Tram cars make their appearance about 
Kingston and Hampton court, but the traf- 
fic ig never dense for long together. 

We cross Kingston bridge, in its case of 
hoardings promising ultimate enlargement, 
and soon pass the tall garden gates of Hamp- 
ton court, with the chestnuts of Bushey park 
on the other aide. 

The pleasant river front of Hampton vil- 
lage and dull tracts of semi-rural Micdiesex 
bring us.to Staines (seventeen miles), where 
we are joined by the r6ad from Hyde Park 
corner by Brentford... It is a Nttle shorter 
than our own route, but far more crowded. 


Charming English Scene. 


We cross Staines bridge, and a mile farther 
on leave the Bagshot road to the left and 
bear to the right along the riverside road to 
Windsor. There are the meadows of Runny- 
mede, and Magna Charta island lies a little 
above: swans shine white on the stream, the 
cattle feed in green pastures, and the steep 
wooded slope of Coopers hill. completes a 
charming English scene. 

Beyond the meadows the riverside road 

may be under water. forcing us to make a 
short circuit (turn left, right. and right 
again) before regaining it and making for 
Windeor. In about a mile the signpost di- 
recting to Old Windsor church is seen on the 
right, and a. quarter of a mile further we 
turn to the left and soon enter the Home 
park. 
Soon we come to the Long walk and see 
Windsor castle framed in the elms a mile 
away to the right, but lookirg much closer, 
while in the opposite dinection the great ave- 
nue rune for another mile and a half to the 
statue of King George III. 

We leave the Home park just beyond the 
Long walk, and if we wish to reach the cas- 
tle and the canter of the town we turn tothe 
right and keep up Sheet street. 


We Enter the Great Park. 

But if we prefer to make straight for Ascot 
and Finchampstead we turn sharp to the left 
and enter the Great park by Queen Anne's 
gate. The Ascot road diverges immediately 
to the right and leads us stralght on among 
ancient oaks shading the fallow deer and 
the billows of soft forest sward. ; Forest gate 
gees us out of the park an into the more 
closely planted tracts of W forest. 

The Great park is part: of tha broad wedge 
of London clay which floors the Thamed@val- 
ley; rushes in the turf show the wet soil, and 
the clay breede the ancient caks. But now 
we enter the sand country; the oaks mostly 
grow in plantations, and pines spread their 
dark layers of foliage above columnar 
trunks. 

We avoid the richt hand road to Bracknell 
by Winkfield row, and keep on straight till 
we pase Ascot racecourse and strike the main 
road from Virginia water. This we follow 
to the right, and soon reach Bracknell (thir- 
ty-two miles). 

We now take the Crowthorne road, which 
turns off to the left beside the church soon 
after we enter the town. It bears sharp to 
the left over the railway bridge, and sign- 
posts at the two next forks point us our way 
through Easthampstead to Crowthorne. 

Easthampstead stands just outside the 
barren sands and is an old vihage set in tilled 
fields; but once past Easthampstead we are 
in the uncultivated heart of the pines. The 
road cuts straight through the solemn wood- 
land, where occasional birches lighten the 
red boles and almost black foliage with their 
own silver and green. 

. Cesar's camp, which was British before it 
was Roman. lies off in the woods on the left. 
and before reaching Crowthorne we cross the 
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work and leads away towards Suchester. 
But in these wide, sandy. tracts even the 
modern roads keep up the Roman directness. 

We soon crogs the Nine Mile ride, now a 
hard highway, and all the woods are seamed 


with long, straight tracks, meeting, eight or 


ten together, on some ancient landmark— 
or, gallows, each for the admoni- 
tion of the wayfarer. 

Crowthorne is a modern settlement, chiefly 
que to the rise of Wellington college and 
Broadmoor asylum, and here, at the second 
turning to the left after we sight its red 
houses, we bear off towards Wellington col- 


lege station. 


r ot Wellingtonias. 
Before us rises one of the most impressive 
roads in Englané—the avenue of Welltog - 
tomlas mounting to the top of Finchamp- 
stead ridges. Like all-this afforested pine 
country. the giant avenue has an alr of 
artificial, aloofness from ordinary English 
scenery: but that is the fault of the barren, 
sandy soll, which so’ long withheld (his 
district from normal settlement and tillage. 
This highway of great evergreen piilare 
seems designed to produce a sense of x- 
pectation; and the expectation is fulfiiled 
by what follows. The avenue ends at the 
tap of the ridges; and the eye falls at once 
over a range of country remarkable in ex- 
tent for the modest height—little more than 
300 feet-—-of the hills on which we stand. 

The road leads us past the Star and Gir- 
ter, and without descending Richmond III 
we can bear to the left for Mortlake ans 
Barnes common and so over Hammersmith 
bridge. This variation makes little differ- 
ence in the distance. The surface is poor at 
various points between Windsor and Sun- 
ningdale; but this is more than set off by 
Eversley Cross. Then. the sign posts lead 
the convenience of the Kingston away id from 
London, 

Before descending to Eversley, it is worth 
down the hil! through flowery copses, and 
cross the little Blackwater. Beyond the 
street we take three left hand turns and 
come out on a pleasant patch of common at 
while to fetch a compass of a mile through 
the lanes to visit Finchampstead church, 
which is interesting and finely placed. We 
take the second turn to the right beyond a 
rough, sandy road, and three successive 
turns to the left will bring us past the church 
and back into the Eversley road. 

For. Eversley street—the main hamlet of 
Charles Kingsley’s scattered village—we 
take the first turn to the right. We drop 
church to the London road between Hart- 
us on over other commons past Yateley 
ford Bridge Flats and Blackwater Station.

All things considered, then, it stands to 
the great credit of the misstomary activity 
of the Anglican communion that the Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge has been 
called upon to print praxer books in about 
120 vernaculars, while the Bible society, after 
sternly purging its Ist of many obsalete 
versione, is today d'stributing the scriptures, 
either in whole or in portions, in over 450 
languages, of which by almost incredible 
enterprise more than 100 are the work of the 
last fourteen years—and the Ory is stil they 
come. 

There is. but one other book that falls 
to be treated with the like bibliographical 
thoroughness, and that by contrast is the 
work of a single mind. The Bible isa divine 
library. and the more we know of its several! 
volumes the more we are impressed by the 
possibility that seve:al hands went to the 
making of many cf them. 


Is Growth of Centuries, 


The Prayer Book is the growth of cen- 
turies, and there were many contributors to 
the dressing of it in English undefiled. But 
The Pilgrim's Progress’ from this world 
to that which is to come had one only be- 
getter. Bunyan tells us in the rhymed 
‘*apology for his book that 


Yet I did not think 
To show to all the world my pen and ink 
In such a mode; I only thought to make 
I knew not what. 

But today the Retigious Tract society, which 
is the third of the trio of our great mis- 
sionary publishers, has just issued its one 
hundred and fifteenth vernacular version of 
the immorta! allegory, which is thus run- 
ning a neck and neck race with the Prayer 
Book for second place. 

Dr. Muss-Arnott of the public library, Bos- 
ton, Mass., tells us that the present volume 
was originally intended fer a chapter in a 
„general survey of the historical develop- 
ment of the liturgy of the Church of England 
and her sister churches.”’

Author Is an American. 

Such a survey has been made before, and 
it will be interesting to see whether our own 
liturgiologists have anything to learn from 
him. But no one has completed the particu- 
lar task assigned to this volume, and the suc- 


cess of it Is largely due to the American pas- | 


sion for collecting. 

Dr. Muss-Arnott has had access to the late 
Mr. Pierpont Morgan’s treasures, but his 
chief help has from the liturgical col- 
lection of Dr. J. H. Benton. The pity is that 
little or no attempt seems to have been made 
to edit the book with the English reader in 
view; so that the.biographies of translators 
constantly offend in small respects that 
might esaily have been avoided. 

But the general sufficiency of the author's 
method serves to obliterate these small blem- 
ishes, which, after all, are concerned with the 
production of the book in England, and the 
impression to be derived from the method is 
just that which the author clearly desires— 
namely: that we should realize the educative 
value of the missionary’s activities. |

ONE MAN A DAY. 
We are a great nation when it comes to 


stamping out natural diseases. We have 
accomplished wonders in Panama. Our 


city, state, and national crusades for public 
health show much enterprise and genius. 
But we are slow, shamefully, one is al- 


| most tempted to say criminally slow, in our 


methods of preventing death and disease in 
industry. One man a day is the death toll 
which the coal mines of this state alone 
claim, according to figures of the mining 
department of the University of Illinois. 
That such an awful death rate ia inevitable 
in the coal industry cannot be argued. The 
death rate for miners in the United States 
is the highest of any country in the world. 
What has brought down the rate of mine 
accidents and deaths on the other side of 
the Atlantic was the application of science 
and invention in the interest of greater safe- 
ty of the workers and not merely in the in- 
terest of increased production and efficiency. 
We have been doing much in this country 
in the last few years to bring about greater 
efficiency and, consequently, greater produc- 
tion. It is time we turned for a while, at 
least, from such questions as saving on 
machinery, saving on space, saving on stor- 
age to the question of saving on lives, of pre- 
venting at least the easily preventable dis- 
eases, accidents, and deaths in industry. 
Aside ftom the humanities of such a policy, 
there is efficiency and production in it, too. 
A miner knowing that his chance of getting 
killed is one in ten thousand instead of one 
in a thousand will descend into the mine 
with a heart much more at ease than he does 
now, and, consequently, better fitted for 
work—which means more work.

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FOR A PROTECTORATE IN MEXICO. 


Northwestern University Law School, Chi- 
cago.—To the President: It is announced 
that through the efforts of the medietors 
representatives of the United States and of 
the provisional government of Gen. Huerte 
are to convene at Niagara Falls on Monday 
next, May 18. That the conference may 
pave the way for the solution of all differ- 
ences between the United States and Mexico 
must be the earnest hope of all good citizens. 
Unfortunately, as you are of course aware, 
a serious obstacle presents itself. 

The issue between the two countries con- 
cerns all of Mexico on the one side and all 
of the United States on the other. That issue 
embraces demands for redrese for national 
indignities endured by the United States, as 
well as for wrongs suffered by its citizens at 
thé hands of the authorities in every corner 
of the republic. Still more is involved. The 
real problem overshadowing all else is this: 
How shall law and order be restored through- 
out Mexico for the benefit of all who live 
there, and how shall the danger of the re- 
currence of present conditiona be removed 
for all time. That Issue will never disappear. 
until it ie squately. met and Justiy solved, 
whether by force or diplomacy. 

The sole representatives of Mexico at the 
coming conference are said to be delegates 
of the provisional government, whose de 
facto control is limited-to a single section 
of Mexican territory and whose government 
has been denounced by yourself as one with- 
out pretense of legal right and hostile to 
the interests of the péople. These delegates 
cannot speak Yor those whom they neither 
répresent nor control. They obviously can- 
not act for all of Mexico. The presence at 
the conference of delegates representing 
those in actual control of all portions of the 
republic becomes, therefore, of highest im- 
portance. Unless the conference is designed 


to consider merely a single aspect of the 


large problem, the United States should 
influence 
through every legitimate channel to secure 
the participation of the Constitutionalists. 

The United States can no longer escape the 
logic of events. It is called upon to formu- 
late a plan for the redemption of Mexico. 
If it fails to respond to the opportunity that 
now presents itself, not only will the media- 
tion become abortive, but the prestige of the 
United States will be sorely weakened and 
its grievous loss of life and property be re- 
garded as tokens of a national tragedy. On 
the other hand, it behooves every de facto 
authority in Mexico to heed our plea, and 
that from the lips of plenipotentiaries rather 
than from the cannon’s mouth. 

No Mexican government fully independent 
of the United States, whether Constitutional 
or Federal, can abate the present intolerable 
conditions that prevail throughout the re- 
public. Yet no one doubts the right of the 
United States to insist upon that abatement. 
No one doubts its right to intervene in order 
to prevent the repetition of lawlessness and 
violence. Having the right to demand jus- 
tiee from a neighboring country itself im- 
potent to afford justice, the United States 
can reasonably assert the further right to re- 
establish law and order therein through its 
own auspices. It need not necessarily take 

an inch of Mexican soil in order to do 80: it 
nese not wage.a war of conquest. 

Our relations with Cuba offer a happier 
and yet significant precedent. It has placed 
itself under the protection of the United 
States and we have gained the right and have 
undertaken the duty to intervene for the 
preservation of Cuban independence and the 
maintenance of a Cuban government ade- 
quate for the protection of life, property, 


and individual liberty, The burden has not 


been onerous; the benefit has been inestima- 
ble both to Cuba and the United States. 

It is submitted that the United States 
should at once demand the establishment of 
a similar relationship with Mexico; that dis- 
avowing any plan of territorial aggrandize- 
ment, or of any purpose hostile, in its judg-

G the latter part of the moti 
of march, all through the month of 
April, and until the middle of May is 
the natural time for hens to lay. At 
_ this season everybody can buy new 
laid eggs, for a very good reason—there are 
no other eggs to be had. The surplus of the 
previous year has been disposed of and all 
storage places are cleaned out and prepared 
for the new supply. 

The eggs are produced so fast in the 
spring that farmers rush them to market to 
get them out of the way and for the further 
reasons that they have more time, and in 
some localities there is danger that the eggs 


‘BY. 


of better flavor than at any other season, be- 
cause jt is the natural season for laying and 
the hens are then grain fed. 

During the rest of the year only a limited 
number of laid eggs reach the general 
market. Some of the better groceries re- 
ceive a small quantity of eggs within a day 
or two after they are laid, and some, indeed, 
have the date upon which they were laid 
stamped on the shell; but they cannot 5 
upon the shipments all the year through. 

Aside from the limi number the fresh 
eggs that are offered in the market during 
most of the year are three weeks old. The 
farmer is at least a week gathering a suffi- 
cient number to make it worth while to take 
them to market. The country dealer takes 
another week to get enough to make a ship- 
ment to the city, and another week is con- 
sumed before the eggs are placed on sale. 


MARKDBDT CLASSIFICATION, 


In the public market eggs are divided into 
eleven different classes by the trade, and 
sometimes more than eleven. The best the 
market affords is called “ extras,” 80 per 
cent fresh; the second is called prime 
firsts,” 65 per cent fresh; then follow 
„ firsta,’ 45 per cent fresh; ordinary 
firsts,”’ 30 per cent fresh. In all the grades 
that follow the word “fresh” is not used; 
presumably they are just eggs. They are 
No. 1 dirties,” No. 2 dirties, seconds, 
checks,“ broken,“ and spots.“ 

One would think there was nothing in the 
egg line worth less than a broken egg, but 
‘the trade has given eggs that show a de- 
eayed spot before the candle light the name 
of “spots.” Lower down in the scale of 
infamy it is not possible for an egg to go and 
still find a place in the market reports. 


FLAVOR OF EGGS. 


Eggs, like milk, readily absorb odors 
about them. They should never be packed 
in musty straw nor in bad smelling boxes. 
They should never be allowed to get wet. 
Such treatment will be noticed in the flavor. 
within a few hours. 

The seasons also have an influence upon 
the flavor and keeping quality of eggs. The 
March and April eggs are the best and can 
be kept the longest. The October and No- 
vember eggs are the next best. 

The green grass and other things that 
hens eat while running at large in the sum- 
mer injure the flavor, while the summer 
heat debilitates the hen and robs the eggs 
of firmness and keeping quality. 


STORAGE. . 


Eggs are put into cold storage whenever 
there is a surplus. The month of April pro- 
duces more eggs than any other month, 
"hence April leads all other months in stor- 
age. As the April eggs are of better keep- 
ing quality than those of any other month, 
they are the best for storage purposes. An 
April storage egg is better at Christmas 
than an August storage egg, because it is of 
better quality to start with. Taking the 
market as a whole there are more eggs in 
storage about May 1 than at any other sea- 
son. The quantity grows less each month 
and is exhausted in February as the spring 
supply begins to arrive.. 

Lesa than 10 per cent of all the eggs pro- 
duced go into cold storage, and it may be 
said that cold storage offers the only good 
way to keep eggs. 

Great care is required in storing eggs. 
The lofts where they are kept must be scru- 
pulously clean and kept clean as well as ven- 
tilated. There must be no other article 
capable of giving off an odor stored in the 
same room. 

A whole roomful of eggs has been known 
to be tainted by the odor of lemons stored in 
an adjoining room and separated from the 
eggs by a brick wall. Bess in cold storage 
will give up an odor acquired in storage 
when the source of the odor is removed. 

The temperature required is about 32 de- 
grees F. Under proper conditions eggs can 
be stored: for ten months and come out in 
remarkably good condition. The less an egg 
is handled and the sooner it can go intostor- 
age after it is laid the better. Little change 
takes place in eggs in ten months of storage, 

The eggs that come out of storage wrong 
were wrong before they were put in, or per- 
baps an accident may have occurred in stor 
age and an even temperature had not been 
maintained 

The popular motion that eggs are stored 
for two years at a time or even longer is an. 
error. Itis not done for the reason that the 
eggs would not keep, and it would not pay 
if they did keep. Cold storage of eggs has 
been blamed in other ways for sins it did not 
commit. The best stored eggs to be had in 
seasons of scarcity are those of cold storage.

at the age of 8 month, Chickens that are 
hatched Feb. 1 will begin laying Nov. 1, 
and sometimes earlier. These are practi- 
cally the only new laid eggs to be had in No- 
vember, hence the limitations of the supply. 

In very cold weather hens do not lay, and 
this accounts for the shortage of new laid 
eggs during the winter. During the season 
of shortage housekeepers should avoid eggs 
that have been held in the country. All la- 
bels on eggs in the grocery, such as “ fresh 
country eggs are deceptive. The eggs may 
be fresh arrivals from the country but may 
have been held in the country for weeks and 
even months. Such signs should be regard- 
ed with suspicion. 

The best stored eggs are those of cold 
storage. In the lean egg season the buyer 
should ask for fresh tasting cold storage 
eggs. By knowing the history of the eggs 
he has for sale and after careful candling | 
the dealer can or should be able to know 
which eggs are fresh tasting and which | 
grade are stale to the taste. It may be 
laid down as a rule that all eggs that are 
held by any other process than cold storage 
will be stale to the taste. 

Cold storage eggs should be used these 
day they are taken from storage, especially 
if they are to be eaten from the shell. If 
the eggs are taken from storage and allowed 
to lie around the grocery a few days, and a 
few days more at home, they all will taste 
stale. Here again the patron should inquire 
of the dealer and learn when the eggs left 
the cold storage. It is the duty of the house- 
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keeper to know and to take advantage of all 


these points. When that is done there will 
be no more trouble with bad eggs in the 
market. 

The future is full of promise of better 
things. for dwellers in cities in the way of 
food products from both farm and garden. 
‘The parcel post, if rightly used, isan agency 
that will bring new laid eggs directly from 
the, producer to the consumer. In addition 
to the shortening of the time between the 
producer and the consumer it should make 
better prices for the farmer, and, by cutting 
out express or freight charges and the mis- 
cellaneous profit, it should reduce the cost 
to the consumer. 

As the business of the parcel post in- 
creases in volume new means of transporta- 
tion doubtless will be established and prob- 
ably be publicly owned and operated. The 
new lines will be run by electric power, will 
have branches extended into the country 
around so that the perishable foed products 
that are gleaned in the country today may 
be brought to the city tonight and served on 
the tables tomorrow.

RIME MINISTER ASQUITH has creat- 
ed something of a sensation in re-

| Outworn and obsolete chapter, which should 


disappear, not only from the statute books, 
but from the common lew as well. 

The premier delivered himself of this ut- 
terance at his ‘historic official residence in 
Downing street, in response to.a deputation 
that had called upon him in order to press 
for the repeal of the laws against blasphemy. 

The prime minister, however, 1s wrong in 
describing these laws as obsolete. For dur- 
ing the last six years there have been more 
prosecutions for blasphemy than during the 
previous hundred = 


The most dende oni case, or rather the one 
which attracted the most attention, was 
that of a man of the naine of Harry Boulter, 
who, before a considerable public gathering 
in Hyde Park, had assailed ty and 
the Bible in particularty coarse language. 
The prisoner was found guilty by thé jury 
and the presiding judge, Sir Walter Philli- 
more, at the Central Criminal court, in de- 
livering sentence, emphasized the fact that 
while the prisoner was at liberty to eriter- 
tain any opinions he pleased about Christian- 
ity, and even to giye expression thereto in 
“conversation with his friends and acquaint- 
ances, he had no right to proclaim them to 
the public uninvited and in a public place. 

Strictly speaking, according to the laws 
now in existence in England. all bias- 
phemies against the Creator, denial of his 
being, all contumely regarding the Savior, 
all profane scoffing at the scriptures, er 
holding up any portion thereof to contempt 
or ridicule,’ are punishable by the criminal 
courts, ußth fine, imprisonment, and even 
corporal punishment. 


— 

The blasphemy act of 1698 provides three 
years imprisonment for any one denying the 
Trinity. This remained in existence until 
1813 and in this year the courts decided that 
the laws of blasphemy did not apply to “ the 
discussion of particular controversial points 


Fot the scriptures between learned men. 


In 1841 Edward Moxon was sentenced to 
a term of imprisonment for having published 
Shelley's ‘‘ Queen Mab,“ which was regard- 
ed as blasphemous, and in 1867 a man of the 
name of Cowen was held guilty of blasphemy 
for having in a lecture room which he had 
hired for the purpose, declared the char- 
acter of Christ defective, his teaching mis- 
leading, and the Bible no more inspired than 
any other book.“ On that occasion the high 
court reaffirmed the pronouncement of Chief 
Justice Hale from the bench, to the effect 
that Christianity is part of the laws of 
England.” 

In the reports of the royal commission on 
criminal law, of some twenty-five years ago, 
when many statutes were revised and others 
repealed, emphasis was laid on the fact that 
“although the law of the land forbids all 
denial of the being and providence of God, 
or the Christian religion, it is only when 
irreligion assumes the form of an insult to

is imprisonment for a term lasting anywhere 
from one day to three years; but the bias- 
phemy must be uttered in public, be offensive 
in character, and have wounded the religious. 
susceptibilities of some other person. In 
Austria whoever commits blasphemy, by 
speech or writing, is liable to imprisonment 
for anywhere from six months to ten years. 

In Germany, in Austria, and especially in | 
Great Britain, the .prosecutions under the 
blasphemy laws are almost invariably initi- 
ated by private persons, and it ia this that | 
Prime Minister Asquith hae in mind in pro- 
» Claiming himself in favor of their renter and 
abolition. 

The officers of the law are never disposed 
to move in the matter. But when some pri- 
vate citizen comes along, lodges a complaint, 
swears. out the necessary affidavits, and 
charges another -citizen with breaking the 
laws as to blasphemy, then the courts are 
compelled to deal with the matter, and to 
apply the statutes as they stand. The extent 
to which they are applied.depends upon the 
tact, the breadth of mind, and the gooc sense 
of the judge or magistrate called uon to 
deal with the case.

The Duchesse de Talleyrand, who was Miss 
Anna Gould, has done wisely to withdraw 
her opposition to the suit brought by her 
judicially divorced husband, Boni de Cas- 
tellane, for the annulment of his marriage 
to her by the ecclesiastical courts of the 
In fact, it is difficult to 
know why she ever contested the case, and 
the only motive which could possibly have 
prompted her must have been animosity 


towards de Castellane. 


For the annulment of her first marriage by 
the church—already sundered in the eyes of 
the law by divorce—would not affect in any 
way the legitimacy of her three boys by de 
Castellane, any more than the ecclesiastical 
annulment of the reigning Prince of Mon- 
aco’s first marriage, to Lady Mary Douglas 
Hamilton, now Princess Festetics, impaired 
the legitimacy in the sight of the church of 
her only son by her first marriage, now 
Crown Prince Louis of Monaco. 


— 

On the other hand, a decree of the church 
to the effect that her marriage to de Castel- 
lane was invalid would have the result of 
rendering her present marriage to the Duc 
de Talleyrand lawful, according to the ideas 
of the Catholic church, and of all of its ad- 
herents. As the matter now stands, they 
consider her union with the Duke as unlawful 
and her little boy by her second marriage, 
namely, the five year old Duke of Sagan, 
as more or less illegitimate. 

It is by no means certain that the papal 
courts will grant the application of Boni de 
Castellane to declare his marriage to Anna 
Gould invalid. At any rate, the case will hot 
be finally decided for some time to come. 
But if the union is pronounced null and void, 
it will be exclusively and wholly on the 
strength of evidence to the effect that when 
Anna Gould embarked upon the marriage 
contract she prociaimed that she intended 
to break it whenever it suited her by means 
of divorce.

Temple of the Sun. 

They. are still finding ruins of the ancient 
buildings far out in the valley, and the re- 
mains of some of the structures in Cuzco 
upon which buildings now stand are of 
enormous extent. Take the Temple of the 
Sun, which I visited this afternoon. This 
covered the whole square now occupied by 
the church and convent of Santo Domingo. 
The foundation of the church is the old walls 
of that temple. In places it extends twenty 
or thirty feet from the ground. I was taken 
through the buildings by one of the fathers, 
and shown how the great blocks had been 
laid by the Incas, one upon the other, fitted 
together so closely, and that without mortar 
or cement, that I could not push the point of 
a needle into the cracks. 

This temple must have covered more than 
an acre. A great part of this building was 
plated with gold. There was a great golden 
plate of oval form which represented the 
sun. In the temple burued also the sacred 
flame that was supposed never to go out. 
This flame was tended by the virgins of the 
sun, who had thei> vast convent not far 
away. : 

When the Spaniards conquered the Incas 
they robbed th's temple of its gold. They 
melted up the images and vessels used for 
worship, and tore from the walis the gold 
plates. From some of those plates was made 
the custodia, a great golden box which is 
now preserved in the vault of the Cuzco 
cathedral. 

: Virgins of the Sun. 

Leaving the Temple of the Sun, I strolled 
up the narrow street to where the virgins of 
the sun had their establishment.” These 
young women, in addition to their religious 


duties, are supposed to have formed a kind 


— 


of the paiaces which formed the homes of 
the Incas. Take that of Pachacutec, which 
stocd not far from where the great cathe- 
dral of Cisco now 16. The. street upon 
which it faces Is not more than fifteen feet 
wide, and the original walls of the palace 
are still preserved to the height of the first 
story. From there to the second story the 


building is colonial. y 


Inca Walls Remarkable. 


The Inca walls begin with the street and 
extend 10r perhaps 800 feet, including the 
greater part of the bluck. The etones are 
granite Llocks of different sizes, beautifully 
chiseled. and joined with unions so fine that 
it is impcasible to put in a knife blade be- 
tween them. Someof the stones have many 


angles, aud one great bicck of granite, about 


four feet sqvare and weighing several tong, 
has twelve angles in it. 

Some of the most remarkable buildings of 
ancient Cuzco were the fortifications of 
Sachsahuaman, which crowned the top of a 
hill just back of the city. This hill rises 
precipitously from the level where Cuzco 


stands to a height of 700 or 800 feet. It is so 


steep that one has to wind abdut to go up it. 
I rode on horseback a part of the way and 
then left my horse and climbed up the walls 
of the fort upon foot. 


On the lower slopes of the hill, facing a 
great garden made in two terraces, perhaps 


500 feet above Cusco, stood the palace of 


Manco Capac, ihe first great Inca ruler.

ably would be waste of money. 


Preaching to the Converted. 

It would be merely preaching to the con- 
verted or to the deaf. But wherever there 
exists competition for public patronage on 
tourist routes; or the prospect of developing 
new traffic business, the managers of Eng- 
lish railways are by no means lacking in 
advertising enterprise. 

Their activities are sometimes open to ob- 
jection on aesthetic grounds, I admit; their 
colored posters are often inferior to those 
one sees in Italy and Germany, and their 
time tables and hand bills are lacking in 
those qualities of imagination and intelli- 
gent foresight, which are the secret of ef- 
fective advertising. 

One notable defect, fairly common to all 
the lines north of London, lies in the failure 
of railway managers to cast their bread 
upon unknown and distant waters. They 
keep their advertising mainly for home con- 
sumption, accepting rather than endeavor- 
ing to create new ane from beyond their 


oon borders.

evertheless I venture to assert, with con- 
apie experience of railways in America 
and Europe, that in proportion to its general 
budget the average English railway’s ex- 
penditure on advertising is not so far be- 
hind the average American as Mr. Thorn- 
ton’s criticism might lead one to suppose. 

There is at all events one English railway 
which in the matter of intelligent and artis- 
tic methods of advertising can safely chal- 
lenge comparison with any line in the world, 
and that is the Underground Electric railwey 
of the metropolis. It is true that this com- 
pany boasts an American manager, whose 
personality counts, no doubt, for a great deal 
in the company’s up to date alertness and far 
spreading enterprise; but its advertising ac- 

‘tivities are of native origin, 

They are displayed in many original and 
highly effective, ways; most notably, of late, 
in a new deveiopment of the poster art, which 
has attracted univereal admiration.

He became a captain in the regular 
army in March, 1899, and seven years later 
reached the position of chief of the staff of 
the army. On Jan..3, 1907, he was appointed 
a major general. He rose with exceptional 
rapidity, being jumped. over the heads of 
1,086 officers at the time he was appointed 
brigadicr general. 

Bell is a big, genial, whole souled man. 
Asked if it were true he had killed a lot of 
men with his sword, he replied: “That is a 
fantastic lie. All that I did was to hit a poor 
devil in the arm.

oe HE FIGHTING FACE OF FRANKLIN BELL 


l sleep,” was the laconic answer. 
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Thie is the second of a series of articles 
on “Great Wars with Modern Weapons.” 
The neat article will deal with the causes, 
bravery, strategy, misery, and results of the 
Chino-Japanese tour. 


HE Russo-Turkish war of 1877.78 re- 
calls those two leaders whose armies 
were pitted against each other, those 
two officers of such widely different 
type—Osman and Skobeleff. This great war 
with modern weapons, brought about because 
the sultan could not or would not give to his 
Christian subjects that equal protection of the 
Jaws which he had solemnly promised should 
be given, demonstrated that there was nothing 
to choose between Russian and Turk on the 
score of bravery. 

Leading up to the outbreak of the war, we 
find that the Moslem hatred of Christians was 
constantly leading to disturbance and outrage. 
In 1860 there was a great massacre of Syrian 
Christians by the Druses and Turks, and in 
1876 occurred in Bulgaria the so-called >ul- 
garian atrocities,” massacres of Christian men, 
women, and children, more revolting, perhaps, 
than any of which history tells. The greatest 
indignation was kindled throughout Europe. 
The Russian armies were set in motion. Kars 
in Asia Minor and Plevna in European Tur- 
key fell into the hands of the Russians, and 
the armies of the czar were once more in full 
march upon Constantinople, wit the prospect 
of soon ending forever Turkish rule on Euro- 
p an soil, when England, as in 1829, inter- 
fered and by the movements of her ironclads 
in the Bosporus again arrested the triumphaat 
march of the Russians. 

At first m this war the Russian progress 
was rapid, but the energy displayed by the 
Turks during the summer compelled the invad- 
ers largely to augment their forces both in 
Bulgaria and in Armenia. The chief events in 
the war were the desperate but unsuccessful 
attempts to expel the Russians from the 
Shipka pass in the Balkans, the fall of Kars 
in Nove nber, the resolute defense of Plevna 
‘by Osman Pasha from July till December, and 
the capture of the Turkish army of the Shipka 
in January. 

Something of the methods of fighting em-

Ployed by the armies and the havoc wrought 
by improved methods of warfare are shown in 
the following description of the third attack 
on Plevna written by a war correspondent on 
the field of battle:

The Third Attack on Plevna. 

“The Turks this morning at 8 o’clock made 
a Furious attack on the Russian positions 
here, which resultel in one of the most hardly 
fought combats of the war 

The Turks some time ago made some feeble 
reconnaissances, which result d in one or two 
slight cavalry skirmishes, a most unusual thing 
for the Turks, and about the time the attack 
was made on the Shipka they made a demon- 
stration here which kept us on the alert, but 
which resulted in nothing else. It seemed so 
certain that the Turks would not attack here, 
and it was so evident that the Russians were 
not ready to resume the offensive for some 
days, perhaps for some weeks, that most of the 
correspondents had gone away in despair. I 
had saddled my horse to follow their example 
when, about 8 o’clock, my ear caught a dull, 
scarcely audible thumping that sounded more 
like a horse stamping at flies than the boom- 
ing of artillery. Artillery it proved to be 
nevertheless, for in a few minutes it grew 
louder and clearer; and, looking toward the 
line of low hills in the dir:ction of Plevna, 
some four miles distant, we saw several col- 
umns of white smoke rising behind them, show- 
ing where the artillery was already hard at 
work. The indistinctness of the sound wag 
causel by a slight breeze blowing toward 
Plevna—for the distance from Poradim to our 
extreme front is scarcely five miles. Was the 
attack real or feigned and would not the real 
battle take place on our right wing, formed by 
the Roumanian troops? were the questions 
which occurred to everybody. 

* * 
Roumanians in Dangerous Position. 

The codperation between the Russians and 
Roumanians, I may remark, is not good. A 
Yew days ago Gen. Zotoff changed the position 
of the troops of the right wing, which move- 
ment left the regiment of the Roumanians 
quite exposed. He informed the commander 
of the regiment of this fact, requesting him 
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to make a corresponding movement, to which 
the Roumanian colonel replied that be had no 
orders to receive from Gen. Zotoff. In like 
manner the Roumanians, contrary to the 
wishes of the Russian commander in chief, 
insisted upon finding another crossing of the 
Danube, and have crossed at the mouth of the 
Isker with two divisions, where they are so 
far away from the Russian army that they are 
heyond the reach of help from the Russians in 
case of a sudden attack by the Turks. The 
Turks have really enough troops to make a 
demonstration against Zotoff and at the same 
time, by a sudden movement, to fall upon the 
Roumanians at the mouth of the Isker and 
drive them into the Danube. Gen. Zotoff could 
not, of course, know whether he was threat- 
ened with a real or only a feigned attack until 
it would be too late to help the Roumanians. 

When the battle begar this morning every- 
body was of opinion that it would prove to be 
only à demonstration here on our center and 
that we should soon hear of something serious 
on our right wing. What made an attack here 
seem still more improbable was that two days 
ago it was reported that Osmmn Pasha had 
sent 20,000 men from Plevna to Loftcha, 
either to attack Skobeleff on the Selvi road or 
to reinforce Suleiman Pasha by way of Tro- 
jan. I waited a few minutes to hear whether 
there were any reports of an attack on either 
wing, and what report would be made from the 
front. The report from the front was a long 
time coming—so long that I grew impatient, 
and, mounting, rode to the left wing, some 
three miles distant, in order to see for myself 
what that attack might mean.

Smoke Clouds Cover Hills. 


“In a few minutes I hed passed over the 
level plain between Poradim and Pelisat, a 
plain planted with Indian corn and vines. 
The ambulance wagons were already coming 
back with wounded. The vine hills between 
Pelisat and Sgalince were covered with clouds 
of smoke, which rose up in great white flecked 
balls that rolled off and disappeared in the 
direction of Plevna, while the deep, savage 
roar of small arms mingled with the thunder 
of artillery in a way which showed that if the 
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Turks were making a demonstration it was a 
violent one, to say the least of it. 

“ The battle began to look like a serious one 
indeed. It had been raging more than an hour 
since we heard the first gun fired, and in that 
time the redoubt had been taken by the Turks, 
retaken by the Russians, and retaken again by 
the Turks. This accounted for the strange 
firing of the battery in the center in the direc- 
tion of Sgalince to the right of Pelisat, which 
was still blazing away, sending its shells 
screaming along the ground as they rose with 
the hill before us and exploded beyond. 

J had not been at my new standpoint more 
than five minutes when the crest of the hill, a 
mile in front, suddenly grew black as with a 
line of ink drawn across the sky. What was 
it? We applied our glasses and soon made it 
out to be the enemy, who had just crowned the 
hill after taking the redoubt behind, and was 
now preparing for an assault on the Russian 
center. Their presence there showed that the 
redoubt must have been again captured by the 
Turks, though for a minute we could not make 
out whether they were i.fantry or cavalry. 
In less than a minute they began to descend 
the hill right in our direction, as though de- 
termined to drive our left out of Pelisat and 


turn it. 
x * 


Turks Face Murderous Fire. 


The battery to the right of the village now 


limbered up and retreated back on the plain 
about a quarter of a mile, and again took up 
position. My own position, with a handful of 
eayalry behind the hill, now became rather 
disagreeable. If we were pressed back on the 
plain we could see nothing. If we remained 
where we were thers was an extreme probabil- 
ity of being cut off and obliged to make a wide 
cireuit to rejoin the army, not to speak of the 
probability of being directly in the line of fire. 
In less than five minuten the Turks began to 
descend the hill in our direetion, not with a 
rush but leisurely and without firing, not in 
masses nor lines but scattered and diffused. 
They came down about half way in this man- 
ner, the Russian artillery tearing up the 
groups among them all the time in the most 
savage manner. 

J was just beginning to think of the expe-

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diency of clearing out when there was a 
change. The Rusian infantry fire, which had 
for the last five minutes been heavy about 
Sgalince, now began to roll along the hill crest 
in our direction, and the Turks, who were just 
coming into range, began to drop rapidly. I 
do not know whether the Turks originally in- 
tended to attack our left or not, but the fact 
is that there was a change in the direction of 
the attack. The advance now veered to the 
left and went at the Russian trenches on the 
erest of the hills, half way between Pelisat 
and Sgalince, 85 a shout, opening fire at the 
same time. When they descended into the lit- 
tle hollow and were lost to sight for a time, 


while the Russian trenches flamed and smoked, 


a storm of balls was poured into the advaacing 


Turks. This flasted from fifteen to twenty 
minutes, during which time a fearful loss of 
life must have occurred. Then we saw them 
begin to withdraw, as they went carrying off 
the wounded. But they had not yet had 
enough. 

x * 


Death Struggle of Giants. 

_“ Encouraged by their success in taking the 
redoubt and believing they could also take this 
line, they had no sooner withdrawn from the 
Russian fire than they formed and went at it 
again. They dived down into the valley of 
death to struggle there amid smoke and fire, a 
death struggle of giants; for there is nothing 
to choose between Russian and Turk on the 
score of bravery. Ma ny bodies of Turks were 
found within ten feet of the Russian trenches. 
The little slope on the crest of which the 
trenches were situated was literally covered 
with dead. I counted seven on a space of not 
more than ten feet square. The battle here 
was terrible, but the Turks. were again re- 
pulsed, and again they retreated up the hill. 
It will hardly be believed that they went at it 
again; and yet they did so. To us who had 
watched the two preceding assaults it seemed 
madness, because we could see that the Rus- 
sian fire never slackened an instant and that 
the Russian line never wavered, while we knew 
the Russian réserves were waiting behind 
ready to fall in at the least sign of wavering. 

“The scene of carnage was again repeated, 
but it lasted only a moment. The Turks, com- 
pletely broken, withdrew, sullenly firiag and 
taking time to carry off their wounded and 


many of their dead. Still they held the re- 
doubt, upon which they fell back apparently 
with the intention of holding it, but they were 
not allowed to remain long there. The attack 
ou the redoubt in the Russmn center had been 
equally unsuccessful with that on the Russian 
trenches on the le’. The Russians pursued 
them with a murd rous fire, and then six com- 
panies went at them with the bayonet and 
swept them out of the redoubt like a whirl- 
wind. At 4 o'clock the Turks were in retreat 
everywhere. The Russians occupied the whole 
of their first positions, besides pursuing the 
Turks a short distance with cavalry.” 

The writer concludes with this description of 
the battlefield when the battle was over: 

“The sanitary corps had already carried off 
the wounded, both Russian and Turkish; but 
the Turks left few of the latter and only about 
300 dead on the field. Their losses could be 
better judged by the number of knapsacks left 
on the ground, which was strewn with them. 
The Russians had already begun to assemble 
and bury their dead. They were laid out in 
rows, Russians and Turks side by side.” 


*x* 
Turkey Loses Large Territory. 


The treaty of Berlin adjusted once more the 
disorganiz d affairs of the sublime porte and 
bolstered as well as was possible the “ sick 
man.” But he lost a god part of his estate. 
Out of those provinces of his dominions in 
Europe in which the Christian population was 
most numerous there was created a group of 
wholly independent o. half independent states. 
The absolute independence of Roumania, Ser- 
via, and Montenegro was formally acknowl- 
edged; Bulgaria, north o“ the Balkans, was to 
enjoy self-government, but was to pay a trib- 
ute to the porte; East Roumelia was to have 


a Christian governor, but was to remain under 
the dominion of the sultan. The Balkans were 


thus made the northern boundary of the Turk- 
ish empire in Europe. Bosnia and Herze 
govina were given to the Austro-Hungurian 
monarchy. Russia acquired some places in 
Armenia and also received Bessarabia on the 
lower Danube. i 

In a word, Russia regained everything she 
had lost in the Crimean struggle, while Tur- 
key was shorn of half her European posses- 
sions. There were left in Europe under the 
direct authority of the sultan barely 5,000,000 


subjects, of which number about one-half were 


Christians.

ARIS.—[Special Correspondence).—The first 
warm days—and we have had some here 
that have been actually summerlike—have 
brought out some of the most exquisitely 
thin gowns I have seen for many moons— 
and by thin I mean old fashioned organ- 
dies, tulles, nets, and some beautifully 
embroidered batistes and muslins. 

The organdies are the crispest, freshest looking mate- 
tials that have been seen in the shops so far this year, 
but I doubt fr they really achieve much popularity. 
French women have such a predilection for fabrics that 
are soft and clinging rather than for those that stand 
out to any degree stiffly. 

The tulles and batistes, however, are lovely, some of 
them as delicate as cobwebs and of delicate designs. 
White is the prevailing color for the former and a most 
soft and becoming tint of old ivory for the latter. Many 
af the tulles ani nets are trimmed with swansdown, 
Which is indescribably pretty, while on the batiste a 
@reat deal of lace is used. 

One model in tulle which I saw 3 had an under- 
skirt which was fuller than usual, with a plaited tunte 
ever it of the same. In this the plaits were stitched, or 
rather they were caught underneath within three or four 
aches of their lower edge, Just where the tulle formed 


o ruffle there was a narrow band of swansdown, and 
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bodice. A wide belt of white taffeta was loosely passed 
about the waist and the bow was tied extremely low in 
the back, six or eight inches beneath the waist line. 
Another tulle frock was made entirely of ruffles, four 
in all on the skirt and each edged with swansdown. The 
bodice of draped tulle was pointed in front and had a 
high collar standing in the back, and this also showed a 
band of the swansdown, the same edging the rather wide 


sleeves.

A frock having a white tulle skirt made with twelve 
little flounces was another of the late models, and this 
had for a bodice a cuirass of black taffeta. This was 
fastened straight down in the front with crystal but- 
tons, and it terminated low on the hips, with a narrow 
sash of the same, which was tied in the back. Black 
taffeta is also frequently employed with batiste either in 
wide bands on the skirt or as a bolero or sometimes as 
both. If it trims the skirt it is frequently veiled in 
lace, and this effect is extremely smart. 

Another extremely smart effect is the use of batiste, 
either cream white or pure white, upon which are velvet 
stripes or velvet dots. The stripes are not apt to be 
especially wide, but the space between them is ample, 
and the same holds true of the dots, which are placed 
tar apart. Both stripes and dots are in black or the 
darkest of dark brown, and these frocks are trimmed 
with quantities of lace. ‘ 

Besides frocks, this same material is being made into 
blouses which are charming when finished with lace col- 
lars and cuffs. Tulle datted with velvet is also used for 
blouses, and these have velvet collars and cuffs which 
match the dots in color. They are more or less chic, 
but they do seem a 1 heavy and not entirely becoming 
when worn with the high standing collars.

ing rapidly in vogue here, and that is the street gown, 
made up in cloth or silk, preferably in serge or taffeta, 
to be worn without the jacket. In this style of street 
gown the bodice is front buttoned and rather closely 
fitted in the back. If desired the under arm seams may 
be a trifle fulled to give a pleasing effect across the 
bust. The skirt of this costume reaches only to the 
ankles and is, of course, excessively scant at the hem. 
The tunic, however, is long, coming almost. to the bot- 
tom of the skirt proper, and the sleeves are long, too, 
and finished with bands or with soft turn back cuffs. 
The girdle seems to be more or less 4 matter of indi- 
vidual taste. Sometimes it is narrow and clasps simply 
at the side or in the back. Again it is wide and of 
taffeta and caught into a huge knot in the front. The 
collar is high in the back and low in the front and may 
be topped by a taffeta band or by a narrow lace edging. 
It seems from a cursory glance at this costume that its 
popularity perhaps results from the fact that it com- 
bines so many of the salient fashion features of the 
present moment.

Many of the hats tht are being worn with this style 
of dress appear to have been suggested by the old paint- 
ings of Boucher and Lancret, and there are others be- 
sides in which smartness takes the place of picturesque- 
ness and which are strictly directolre. These last are 
generally made of the new varnished straw that is being 
used almost entirely now for street hats and trimmed 
with ribbon bows that have also been varnished or with 
short wings and quills that are placed at wonderful 


angles. 


One particularly stunning model of this character had

The witchery of the veil is still exerting its spell over 
the fashion world. Despite the fact that its vogue is 
attributed to the influence of the orient its popularity 
has the deeper significance of being the n of its 
universal becomingness. There is nothing so pretty as 
a pretty woman prettily veiled. The glare of day is 
‘hard on even a young person once she is out of her 
teens, and the wise woman takes refuge in the misty 
softness of the cobwebby veil. 

Among the novelty veils is that one with the mesh 
which is slanted. The mesh is extremely fine and 16 
woven in shapes that are oblong and placed on the diag- 
onal. Often these velis are decorated with embroidereé 
motifs done in heavy threads. The ring veil is another 
new veil feature which is bizarre rather than orna- 
mental and suggestive of an oriental note. At intervals 
on an extremely fine mesh small chenille rings are hung 
which swing with every movement of the head. Some 
of the shops are offering these vells with colored rings 
to match the sult worn, while the mesh itself is almost

If well made 
these are just as good as chocolate cream 
candy and much easier on the digestion, 
being not so concentrated a sweet. 

Either chocolate or cocoa may be used in 
making them, and there is one particular 
brand of cocoa that makes the best cake of 
all, judging by the experience of more than 
one woman. But both the chocolate and the 
cocoa are somewhat drying to a cake, so it 
is best usually on the second day. Made

BAKER'S ICING.—Put some icing sugarin 
a bowl, pour just enough boiling water over it 
to take up the sugar, stir well until dissolved, 
then beat for a minute; flavor.

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with molasses, it is more molst than other- 
wise, as well as darker, and when made to 
perfection with this sweetening it is un- 
doubtedly the finest chocolate cake we know. 
Brown sugar is always best because it is 
moist. 

The batter for devil’s food cake ig usually 
made in two parts, but not always. Some- 
times the chocolate is merely dissolved in 
water and added to what is about a cup cake 
batter, but usually it is cooked with milk and 
sugar and sometimes a yolk of egg, and 
cooled before added to the other part. A 
study of twenty or more recipes shows they 
are all practically the same, a two egg cup 
cake with half of the sugar and half of the 
milk cooked with some chocolate, 


cake, although it is not equal in flavor tothe 
boiled icing. Fruit juice may be used instead 
of water. With strawberry juice can be 
made a pink icing. 

SOFT VANILLA ICING.—Mix thin cream 
with icing sugar until the sugar is dissolved 
and the whole is of the right consistency; add 
vanilla flavoring and beat for one minute. 
This is pretty and good with chocolate cake. 

HARD WHITE ICING.—Beat by degrees 
a cup of icing sugar into an egg, beating 
thoroughly until it is of the right con- 
sistency. Add a pinch of cream of tartar ora 
little lemon juice. If it gets too thick dilute 
it drop by drop with water. It should spread 
easily and should not run so much as to 
fill up a cut made init. When it is at the 
ropy stage chopped fruit, nuts, etc., may 
be added, as in making a Lady Baltimore

Hair cannot lie too eas- 
dr too loosely for its own well being and 
that of the nerves of the head. Anything 
like pressure, heat, or strain about the head 
inflicts injury on the brain and the finest 
parts of the nervous system. Pulling the 
hair up too tightly from the back of the 
head and ears will cause the glands of the 
neck to swell in an ugly and uncomfortable 
fushion. Notice what a relief it is to take 
all of the hairpins out of the hair and let 


it hang loosely for a few hours. 


With the easy, artistic, and natural hair- 
dressing nervousness will disappear and 
headaches will be unknown. It is not only 
beneficial to the growth of the hair but to

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I recently came across an old book of travel which contains a picturesque de- 


scription of the primitive methods of conducting business in the Philippines. 


The 


staple products, which consist of rice, tobacco, hemp, and sugar, grow abundantly all 
over the islands, and are cultivated in little patches by the natives, who barter them 
for general merchandise with the itinerant traders. 

I was particularly struck by a reference to the unique scales with which these 


traveling merchants weigh the products received in trade from the natives. 


The 


scales consist of a balance bar and four metal rings of different sizes, representing 


the weights, which the man wears, or c 


, when journeying, in a somewhat pic- 


turesque manner—on his arms, like dracelets. 

With these four rings, which are used as weights and counterbalances, the trader 
can weigh anything from a quarter of a pound up to ten pounds—one-quarter, one- 
half, three-quarters, one, one and one-quarter and so on, by quarter pounds, up to ten. 
It is an interesting puzzle to figure out what must be the respective weights of the 
four rings, and as to how they must be manipulated to weigh the various amounts.

As footing has two finished 
edges it is easy to sew on, being overcast in 
small stit€hes to the edge to be trimmed, 
polding in just enough fullness to ease it.

Such a blouse could be made from 
about two yards of forty inch material with 
a half yard of forty inch crape for collar 
and cuffs. The latter may be omitted and 
the material trimmed with corded edges 
used instead. This is made by running soft 
cotton cords through stitched casings on 
the article itself or the cording can be made 
and sewed on as a facing or set between 
the doubled portions of the cuff or collar.

You will need at least one afternoon dress, 
another for evening, and two standby gowns, 

For the afternoon frock there are lovely 
new silk poplins, and fine nuns veiling in the 
soft silk and wool mixtures. Cooler is . 
gown of habutai or crépe de chine. The 
habutai is spotproof. If one can afford it the 
habutal makes the nicest kind of a hack 
gown with the crape for more dressy wear. 
Canton crape has a more decided weave and 
also makes charming summer gowns. It 
takes about five yards of forty inch material 
and seven of thirty inch for an average size. 

For the distinctly evening frock which is 
now made with a low neck or at least semi- 
low front and back for small dinner, cr@pe de 
chine can be used again, but rather more 
summery is chiffon cloth, black net, ora fine 
silk grenadine. For the young woman the 
two former are preferable. A net with half 
inch folds of crape trimming ruffles or tunſo 
makes a girlish gown, while the ideal even- 
ing frock is of the chiffon cloth and crape 
with a little dull jet and soft net frillings. 

An excellent utility gown is made from 
black Simpson print. This is a fine black 
and launders well, keeping its color. Made 
on simple, easily laundered models, two of 
these dresses will keep you well dressed for 
mornings. One may be made with a detach- 
able vest of black tucked net, and also a vest 
of the material for more hack use. 


5 Answers to Sewing Queries. 


MES. G. D. MAC R.: It is impossible to 
say that a suit bought now will be in style a 
year hence. However, if you gét what is gen- 
‘rally known as a strictly tailored suit 
on conventional lines, from a good tailor, it 
usually lasts several seasons. Why not wear 
blue instead of so much black? A chiffon 
broadcloth or duvetyn in a rich dark blue 
made on conservative well cut model is about 
hat you need. Iam sorry to say you did not 
inclose the cut of your black messaline with 
the six gore skirt. About the only thing 
that can be done with that kind of a skirt 
is to recut on a narrower model—you will 
Probably not have enough for drapery and 
make a tunic of black chiffon edged with a 
norrow jet trimming. Remodel the blouse 
by cutting away the material and leaving 
the under part of the messaline in two points 
front and back. Then fill in the top with 
‘tucked chiffon in half inch tucks spaced to 
their own depth and continued in kimona 
lines to the end of the long or three-quarter 
sieeves. Make a crush girdle of the messaline 
and edge the top of the chiffon V neck and 

_ the sleeves with the jet. All over lace or 
net can be used instcadof the chiffon.

It is to be a 
fashionable association and exceedingly well 
run, #0 it is to be hoped it will not menace 
the peace of East Chestnut street or cause 
any annoyance to nearby dwellers. 

Harry Howard, who is devoting a great 
deal of time and ability to the erection of 
the building, is bearing the brunt of all the 
preliminary difficulties and objections. He is 
well adapted to his job, being energetic, op- 
timistic, and practical. A great deal of un-

Eleventh Installment: In Touring Britain Corbett Lost $25,000, buat Made Enough in Tuam, Galway, to Build a Charch.

OY long after the Jacksonville fight 
Corbett and I headed for England. I 

went over about four weeks in ad-

Pugilist act, which they did not belleve in, 
the English people were very kind to Corbett. 
This was due no less, perhaps, to a certain 
hostility they felt towards their own de-

They didn’t resent Mitchell so much be- 
cause he had been beaten at Jacksonville, 
but because of certain performances of his 
which were deemed oytré, even in a prize 
fighter.

After we got through with England. we 
went to Paris, where Corbett appeared at 
the Follies Bergere for ten days. We cleaned 
up. $10,000 in the gay city, which made up 
part of the losses we had accumulated on 
the other side of ‘the channel. 

In Ireland Corbett's uncle, the Rev. John 
Corbett. had been one of the fighting men of 
the Land league. I met him in London--a 
plain: modest, Irish priest. His parieh was 
in Tuam, County Galway, on the west coast 
of Ireland, and Corbett, before returning to 
America, wanted to go there and give a 
benefit for a new church which his uncle was 
building in that town. And Tuam, Galway. 
you should have seen it! We and all our com- 
pany paid our fares across to Ireland and 
to a place that American tourists rarely go 
through. I dare say they dont get one 
stranger a year. Seventy-five per cent of the 
natives co not speak English. They spoke 
in Irish. They had no telephones, no eiec- 
tricity. 

To show you how unsophisticated these 
people were, the week before we appeared 
in Tuam, Dion Bouccicault’s Con, the 
Shaughran,” a play depicting Ireland and its 
peasantry, had been performed there by 2 
company headed by Dan Lewis, an American 
negro, who played Con —and they stood 
for it! This, by the way, was the first time 


the ‘‘ Shaughran ” had been played in Tuam | 


One would. therefore, not be surprised that 
in visiting this little town in the west of 
ireland we created more of a sensation 
than we would have created in a little town 
in America or Canada. There were great 
crowds to welcome us, and our man Corbett, 
the prizefighter, nephew of the priest. raised 
enough money in one performance to build 
a church in Tuam. 

John Redmond, speaking in the British 
parliament a short time after, said that the 
action of the low down pugilist ’’ was one of 
the finest things he'd ever heard of.

I was anxious to see the coutnry, however, 
and persuaded Corbett that it would be a 
bad scheme to go back to America without 
making our proposed tour. So we played all 
of the large cities of Great Britain, with the 
following results: In Edinburgh we took in 
$4,000 in eight performances; in Glasgow, 
$2,000; in Newcastle, $8,000; Islington, $2,000; 
Manchester, $2,000—and so on. In Birming- 
ham, supposed to be the home of all fighters, 
we played to about $4,000 for eight perform- 
ances. The falling off of receiptsin Birmings 
ham was due to the fact that on the first 
day of our visit there, which happened to be 
the Fourth of July, Corbett was going down 
the main street with one of the women ofthe 
company, who wore an American flag in her 
coat. A fellow insulted the woman and Cor- 
bett hit him on the jaw, which created a lot 
of talk. Another thing was, they wanted to 
entertain Corbett and their idea was to take 
him to a rat pit and havea champion bulldog 
kill a thousand rats in a thousand seconds. 

Corbett was disgusted and horrified at the 
idea, and would not go, and that settled him 
in Birmingham! 

In England, Ireland, and Scotland Corbett 
was regarded exactly as he was in the United 
States. He was looked upon as a curiosity. 
The people would stop and stare at him, but 
they would not pay any money to go into 


As IL said before, Corbett had worked in the 
Bank of Nevada, which was practically con- 
trolled by John W. Mackay.

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LANDSCAPD painter who lItved and 
worked for years almost unnoticed 
tm Chicago, and whom Chicage will 
Goubtiess hear mere of as time goes 
one, is W. C. Emerson, whose large land- 
scape, “ Enchantment,” is one of the most 
distinguished pictures in the water color ex- 
hibition. It comes from New Canaan, Conn., 
the painter’s present residence. 


Mr. Emerson is not a realist; this is prob- 
ably the reason that appreciation has come 
slowly. He clothes nature in dream ool- 
ora, and arranges her trees, fields, clouds 
according to a profound decoration instinct 
of his own. And sometimes he gives bodily 
form to the fantastic spirits which haunt 


ner groves and streams, by introducing into 


Bis landscapes little fawn like, nymph like 
figures, as in the present picture. But the 
important thing is not this or that quality 
ef style, but the unfailing inspiration, spon- 
taneity, originality of the man, and the unity, 
the wholeness, of his work. 

His landscapes are rhapsodies, for he sees 
the world through an ecstatic imagination 


as truly as Chopin did yesterday, or. Debussy, 


does today. The title. Tone-poems,” used 
by certain modern composers, would fitly 
apply to pictures born, like this Enchant- 
ment,” out of a feeling for nature's over- 
tures and undertones of color and sound- 


for life’s inner spiritual harmonies. He has. 


mot, like many clever painters, a keen eye 
for the obvious, and photographic skill in 
the reproduction of surfaces and ‘appear- 
ances.

adequate and beautiful way of expressing 
his vision. 

The present picture, a landscape with 
large trees, painted in gouache, is fairly rep- 
resentative of the artist’s style. It is highly 
keyed in color, the prevailing tone being pale 
blue. The motive is joyous; this feeling 
' peems to radiate from the two or three 
little dancing figures at the foot of the slope, 
and to meet its response in the wind blown 
grass and foliage and clouds.

No one could be more unlike Mr. Emerson 
than Jules Guerin, yet both men are born 
decorators. Both, that is, have a strong

and design. Of thé two, Mr. Guerin's is the 
more easily understood, and through maga- 
ine reproduction of his pictures he has won 
an immense audience. His popularity shoula 
not blind us, however, to the beauty of his 
Work, the very personal audacity of his 
style. Two or three of these pictures, ‘‘ The 
Old Market, Capri,“ and The Palazzo 
Contarini —are admirable examples of his 
style. s a 
Most of the landscapes, marines, street 
scenes, etc., are in a more realistic vein than

these. In the Green Mountains,“ by An- 
drew T. Schwartz, is a strong tonal study of 
wooded slopes at twilight, done in shadowed 
browns and greens. Chauncey F. Ryder’s 
“Ox Team gives a fine suggestion of p'nk 
grassy vistas, and we have a number of sn. w 
scenes in different lights by John F. Cari- 
non, Walter L. Palmer, and Alfred Jansson, 
Edwerd D. Boit has a cleverly realistic 
study of the Arno called Florence, and 
Carlton Chapman illustrates, in The Vic- 
tor,“ the triumph of an old fashioned man- 
of-war. 

More imaginative are Charles Warren Ea- 
ton’s dark little twilight scene, At Sn- 
down,“ John C. Huffington’s misty Tower 
of Brooklyn Bridge,“ Marion K. Wachtel's 
fine mountain vista.

The only criticism to be made, apparently, 
is that he is a little too much of a realist.

He gives us 
nature as she is, no doubt, so far as any artist 
can, but not yet better than she is, not yet 


with that miraculous extra touch of human 


love or wrath which the great masters infuse 
into their works of supreme art. 

It may be that Mr. Dougherty has had too 
easy a time, that the fates have thought- 
lessly spared him the sweet uses of adversity, 
that before he can quite wear the mantle of 
Winslow Homer he will have to make Wins- 
low Homer's stubborn fight fer life against 
the indifference of the sea and of the pre- 
occupied world. And, apparently, he will 
never have to make that fight—a destiny 
harsh in order to be kind may never wrench 
out of him the deepest and highest art of 
which he is capable. Or it may be that he 
lacks that final transfusing power of genius 
which distinguishes the great master from 
the gifted artist. 

In any case, he will bear watching, for the 
is one of the most powerful of our living 
painters.

N important step toward the standard- 
jsation of the teaching of music was 
taken at the convention of the Illinois 
Music Teachers’ association, held last 


in Aurora. An amendment to the con- 


atutlon was adopted whereby the teachers 
of the state shall be invited to submit them- 
to an examination by a board to be 
Gosen by the association. This board of ex- 
9 will be composed of fifteen repre- 
ye musicians of the state, divided into 
of three, for the departments of piano, 
goice, Violin, organ, and public school music. 
They will determine the scope to be covered 
examinations in each group, the firet lead- 
ing to a licentiate degree, the second asso- 
date, and the third to a fellowship. 
The movement for the standardization of 
of music has been taken up most 
successfully by the Music Teachers associa- 
tion of the state of Minnesota; it is being de- 
. pated by the music teachers of Ohio, who 
gre now in session at Warren, and will be 


taken up by the music teachers of Indiana 


end New York at their forthcoming con- 
gentions. It has been debated by the teach- 
ers of Illinois for the last eight years, and 
the opposition to the movement, at first 
gtrong, has been so far overcome that the 


+ gotion at last week's convention was unani- 


gous in favor of the examinations and of 
standardization generally. 
— 
Tt is significant of the high standards al- 
ready established among American teachers 


et music that they vote to submit themselves 


te examination by their colleagues. It may 
be added that there is no such movement in 
Burope. There never has been. Such an 
eminent European teacher as Leopold Go- 
éowsky is authority for the statement that 
the teaching of music throughout the Ger- 
man and Austrian empires is quite uncon- 
{polled and unstanderdized. There are, of 
course, Many eminent men, just as there are 
here, who have proved their ability. But 
‘the standards that prevail generally, ac- 
cording to Mr. Godowsky, are no better than 
those that guide the American music teacher. 
Mr. Godowsky spent many years in Amer- 
dea at a time when the national prejudice 
against the resident artist obliged him to de- 
vote most of his efforts to teaching. So he 
knows how Americans teach music. His ac- 
quaintance with the conditions of Europe 
must be equally accurate, since his position 
as head of the most celebrated school of Aus- 
tria has brought to his attention the best 
results of all schools and all methods. 
—~o 
Now that the music teachers of o many 
states are making concerted effort towaré 
a standardization of all methods it is not to 
be doubted that within a brief space of time 
the teaching of music in America will be 
enormously in advance of the European av- 
erage. The teachers themselves should be 
thoroughly cognizant of this fact and should 
emphasise it in their daily contact with their 
pupils to the end that each year fewer um 
prepared but ambitious American talents 
may be destroyed in the European teaching 
mills. The American music teachers are 
united in their purpose to teach their special 
branches as well as they may be taught. Let 
them profit by the experience of the Ameri- 
cam physicians and eurgeone, who boldly an- 
, nounce that American methods in their sei- 
( ence are better than those of Europe. ‘The 


American world accepts them at their own 


valuation. The music teacher likewise will 
de taken at the valuation which he places 
upon his own abilities.

timate the results of American musical 
training and American talent at the sessions 
of the Illinois Music Teachers. One program 
was devoted exclusively to the works of In- 
nois composers, three of whom—Mrs, Elea- 
nor Everest Freer, G. A. Grant-Schaefer, and 
William Lester—have received their training 
almost entirely in Chicago. Again, the most 
interesting and characteristic example of 
American music which the programs of the 
entire meeting offered was the sonata for 


plano and violin by John Alden Carpenter, 


Played with beautiful art by Reuter and 
Sametini at Thursday night's concert. It is 
the best work of its kind which has been 
produced since Brahms, and it must be added 
that Mr. Carpenter gives all the credit for 
the success of his studies to the late Bern- 
hard Ziehn of Chicago.

Not only will Mra Meder utilize the er- 
perience of these other cities, but she will m- 
corporate the experience gained while she 
was the head of the Catholic Woman’s pro- 
tectorate. Last year that organization made 
a scientific survey of 7,000 females, em- 
bracing all ages from the 2 weeks’ old baby 
found at the railroad station to the old woman 
who was sent to the country. 


What I want and what I need is the co- 
operation of all Chicago,“ said Mra. Meder in 
speaking of her new office. It probably will 
take five. years to make the survey. With 
the codperation of all organizations we can 
make it a work which will be of the greatest 
possible benefit to the unemployed. If all 
the organizations in the city will give me 
the same coéperation that I have given them 
as head of the protectorate the survey will 
be a success. And I am confident they will 
cobperate. 

“TI believe a clear distinction should be 
made between the unfortunate unemployed 
and the voluntary vagrant. I anticipate the 
new psychopathic laboratory will be of 
great assistance to us in determining the 


percentage of subnormal or abnormal per- 
sons among the unemployed. 

am especially interested in securing mu- 
nicipal lodging houses for women. I do not 


think that any woman who is not a criminal |. 


should stay over night in a police station, 
such as the Harrison street or the Chicago 
avenue station. Many women now go to 
these stations and ask for a night’s lodging: 
we should have the municipal lodging house 
to take the place of the jail. 


“The first step which will have to de 
taken in the department is the appointment 
of the heads of the two departments pro- 
vided upon in the ordinance; the superintend- 
ent of social surveys and the superintend- 
ent of the unemployed. 

1 anticipate that it will be a great task 
to secure the proper persons for these of- 
fices. The question of politics will not en- 
ter into it; efficiency and fitness for the po- 
sition will be the only consideration. The 
persons who will qualify for the superintenda- 
ents’ positions must have college training as 
well as practical experience, so that they 


will have the theorctical knowledge neces-. 


sary to working out the activities of the de- 
partments to the greatest advantage. I think 
it will be at least a month before the ap-

Should Be Simple.

2 2 present day finds us all in a state 


of high tension. It is a time of over - 
crowding. We are overworked, we 
overeat, and we are overamused. We 
clamor for more and more entertain- 
ment. We cannot even go into a hotel or 
restaurant for dinner that we are not enter- 
~ tained with music, songs, and dancing, cab- 
aret style. We must have many things going 
on et once, and we take this complex high 
Pressure right over into our very nursery, 
here everything should be simple. 

We are all interested in what the child 
| whould wear. His hours for bathing, eating, 
and sleeping are most regular. We are all 
particular that his food should be simple, 
and that he should not be overstimulated in 
any way. But are we as careful of his 
amusements? 

The little child is often worn out in his own 
mursery by the complexity of his varied 
amusements.

build, some clay and paints and paper with 
which te create his own ideas—he would 
find seal joy in selfexpression and his 
amusement would be simple in form, and he 
would net constantly say.

OCH complaint has been Naa within 
the past few weeks about the quality 
of the gasoline found on the market 
and the consequent difficulty in ad- 

justing carbureters so a nearly perfect—or at 
least a burning—mixture may be obtained, 


Since the advent of the lower grade of 
motor car fuel there have come many im- 
provements in engines, required to permit 
the motors to do efficient work. The diffi- 
culty is not alone in hard starting but in 
good running, power producing, and cleanli- 
ness of the inside of the motar. 

Until the motor becomes fairly heated there 
is a distinct lack of power, a choking or 
loading of unburnt fuel in the intake mani- 
fold, and usually dense black smoke from 
the exhaust because of the partially con- 
sumed portion of the fuel. There is an ap- 
parent need for two fittings that are not to 
be found on old cars but are fitted on the 
newer models. One is an air regulating de- 
vice to be operated from the steering column 
and the other is some sort of auxiliary mix- 
img or spraying device in the manifold, 
above the carbureter. 

The heavy fuel of today does not volatilize 
as readily as the lighter grade that could 
be secured a few years ago, and it seems 
necessary to use some mechanical device to 
break up the particles of heavy oil that cling 
together and refuse to form into gas even 
with considerable heat and a high motor 
speed. 

A gauge screen may be fitted in the form 
of a gasket between the flanges on the car- 
bureter and intake manifold, and this will 
work quite successfully, except that in cold 
weather it produces a refrigerating effect 
and causes frost to clog up the sereen. 

Naturally, some form of temperature regu- 
lating device will be still better, for such an 
article automatically regulates the propor- 
tion of air and gasoline in order to make a 
good burning mixture, thereby saving fuel, 
diminishing the liability of carbon deposits, 
and giving more and even power to the mo- 
tor. But any device that will break up the 
heavy oil will prove of some aid and will 
prove a means of saving in fuel bills.

There may be several things to cause this, 
or one of several. Perhaps you have set the 
ignition too late or have misplaced the tim- 
ing gears so that the valves do not close at 
the proper time..:Again, perhaps there is 
some restriction in the water system, or pos- 
-sibly the pump is not working. First check 
up on the ignition to see if this is set right. 
Retard the spark lever and set the timer so 
the spark occurs just after the piston has 
started downward on its power stroke. If 
the motor continues to heat, see that the 
pump is delivering a goodly supply of water. 


It this does not eliminate the trouble, check 


up on the valve timing. Not knowing the 
make of motor, THES TRIBUNE cannot advise 
how valves should be set.

His name is Alex Pabst and he holds 
the title of Viceroy of velocity for boy 
drivers 15 years of age and under.

IRGO is the great harvest constella- 
tiom, the maiden with the spear of 
wheat to be seen coming up out of the 
southeastern sky in the early night. 

It is the seventh constellation of the zodiac, 
half north and haif south of the equator. 
Virgo’e first magnitude star is Spica, which 
dominates the hundred stars of the constel- 
lation visible to the uneided eye. Spica is 
in the spear of wheat which the maidep 
carries in her left hand. ; 

Two great suns easily are located by fol- 
lowing the handle of the Big Dipper around 
in a sweep towards the east and south. By 
projecting an imaginary line the eye comes 
first to Arcturus, which has been described in 
another article. If this line be followed on 
tor about the same distance as that sepa- 
rating Arcturus from the handle Spica will 
command the sight.

It, Uke Arcturus, cannot be mistaken, can- 
not escape notice. Neither has a rival in its 
field in the sky. Spica isa sirian sun, hun- 
dreds of times brighter than our sun, in the 
early stages of its development. The young 
guns are white, the old suns are red, and 
suns neither young nor old, like our sun, are 
yellow. Aldebaran is an old sun, Spicaisa 

young sun. | 

When you have found Spica and stand be- 
wildered in an effort to make fancy trace the 
form of Virgo, it will increase the amaze- 
ment to know that such widely separates 
peoples as the Peruvians and the folk in the 


valley of the Euphrates had like conceptions 9% 


of her. The Peruvians knew it as the 
Earth Mother, and a month's festival was 
dedicated to maize and to women. In the 
Euphrates Spica was the corn bearer. * 

The myths relating to Virgo have nearly all 
been of the harvests. In the Cings!lese zodiac 
she is a woman with a stalk of wheat. It is 
thought that the Scotch and the people of the 
north of England, who escori the last glean- 
ings of the harvest, the Kern baby,“ from 
the fields with music, had derived her custom 
from one of the myths.

Key's gospel may not seem quite practical. 
Yet It is just what, as I see it, the modern 
world is now doing—enlisting woman in its 
Management for the sake of her peculiar 
powers. For several generations women 
have had charge of education through the 
grades to the university. They have largely 
run hospitals and charities, because they 
have had the time and the sympathy. In our 
newer progressive communities they are be- 
ing taken into the courts and reformatories. 
It is but a small step to put them into full 
power in the larger housekeeping of the race, 
the care of cities. And 80 on. 

When one recalls the national bill for 
liquor, tobacco, for the army and navy, not 
to mention the annual waste in bad food and 
fraudulent medicines, one comes to believe 
that it is high time to introduce some sort 
ot motherliness into a society where pure 
“ fatherliness’’ has made such an extrava- 
gant mess.

Of course Ellen Key has much else to say 
about women and feminism, much that is 
personal to women. Her last book, The 
Woman Movement,“ is a sort of review of 
progress, in which she tries to estimate just 
what the influence of emancipation has done 
for women thus far and in what direction it 
is heading today. As I have shown, she is 
not wholly pleased with its tendencies, espe- 
clally with the excesses of certain women 
in “living their owm lives.“ Many men 
would agree with Mme. Key that the worst 
thing about the feminist cause is the char- 
acter of some of its loudest advocates. That, 
however, is a trivial objection. The loud 
mouthed and the foolish come to the surfave 
in every ferment, like bubbles. Acause mus 
be judged by its advocates; few causes could 
survive their partisans. 

The chief concern of Ellen Key is witha 
matter that is hard to phrase exactly, and 
that is the spiritual result upon women and 
indirectly upon men of women’s self-con- 
scious effort to emancipate themselves from 
a condition of dependence and inferiority. 
What are the new women as daughters, 
sisters, mothers, wives—especially as sweet- 
hearts and wives? Men are closely intere#¥ed 
in the answer to this question. But gener- 
alizations here are vaguer and more dan- 
gerous than anywhere else. It is really a 
field for the contemporary novelist. For 
the novelist can portray specimens of these 
new ,independent, fearless women, who have 
grown up with the new ideas, and he or she 
can show what their effect upon men is. So 
far novelists have not helped much. 

In passing, however, I should like to call 
attention to Miss Mary Johneton's Hagar,“ 
in which she creates an interesting por- 
trait of the new southern girl emerging from

south after the war offers an excellent field 
for portraying the new movement. Hagar 
rejects the chivalrous, protected idea of 
womankind, and builds up her own life in her 
own way and gets a man’s love on her own 
terms. It is refreshing to see a romantic 
woman novelist like Miss Johnston turning 
to such real material. I hope others will 
shortly take up the theme and make us see 
the newer types of women more keenly than 
any of the feminist writers I have been 
discussing have presented them.

Ellen Key thinks fervently that the ideal 
of love which these new women have is both 
higher and more tolerant than the old sort 
of woman love for man. They demand more 
of their mates and give more; they are more 
nearly equal to men in the power of passion 
as well as of comradeship. I suspect that 
many good people of the orthodox morality 
would be horrified if they really compre- 
hended the extremities to which this fem- 
inist’s thought might lead them. Her vague 
and often sibylline style covers audacities 
of thought in the relationship of the sexes 
that the prim puritanism which still mothers 
the lives of so many excellent men and 
women would resent as invitations of the 
devil. 

But I shall not specify. It will do the cas- 
ual reader good to find out for himself what 
Ellea Key thinks an ideal love between the 
sexes demands. 

She centers the whole matter wisely in the 
forward looking desire on the part of nor- 
mal men and women for the better race. 
Her creed, in a sentence, is, The emancipated 
woman to become a better wife in order that 
she may bear better children and bring them 
up more comprehendingly to create a better 
race. And, incidentally, a world of wise 
mothers, giving to the general social life 
all the surplus mother energy within them 
instead of dissipating it in pettiness and 
frivolity. ‘
